The short-range problem, how- 
ever, is distinct from the long- 
range problem which calls for the 
removal or destruction of all Ger- 
man plants capable of conversion 
to war production, he said. 

Gen. Clay’s attention was direc- 
ted to criticism which has been 
heard in Congress that certain 
highly placed members of the 
American Group Control] Council 
have connections with American 
industries which have plants or 
financial interests in Germany, 
connections which might tempt 
them to shade decisions in favor 
of the business interests with 
which they are or have been asso- 
eiated. 

Output Is Low. 

“Knowing what I do of the ef- 
ficiency of American business, 
he replied, “all I can say to that 
is that if anybody is attempting 
to protect American industrial in- 
terests in Germany he’s doing a 
lousy job. The fact is that only 
25 per cent of the plants in our 
zone are operating, and that in- 
dustrial output ory is about 5 

cent of normal.”

MANILA, Nov 5 (By Radio)—A 
suspected Filipino collaborationist 
walked across the courtroom to- 
day at the war crimes trial of Lt. 
Gen. Tomoyuki Yamashita, point- 
ed a stubby accusing finger at the 
highly amused Japanese general 
and said he was the man who or- 
dered the extermination of Fili- 
pinos last December because “they 
were all guerrillas and very 
treacherous enemies of Japan.” 

The excited witness was 55-year- 
old Joaquin S. Galang. He testified 
he was present in the home of 
Gen. Artemio Ricarte, liaison 
man between the Japanese army 
and the Philippine puppet govern- 
ment, ‘when Yamashita refused to 
revoke ‘his massacre order. He 
quoted the “Tiger of Malaya” as 
saying “it must be followed, hap- 
pen what may happen.” 

Early this evening, at the con- 
clusion of the longest day since 
the trial began more than a week 
ago, Maj. Gen. Russell B. Rey- 
nolds, bald, bespectacled president 


of the military” commission, an- 
nounced that the ‘five-general 
court had reversed itself and 
would now accept affidavits con- 
cerning atrocities not described in 
oral testimony. The commission 
directed the prosecution to reintro- 
duce affidavits previously reject- 
ed, saying each would be consid-

Leaning forward across the de-

3 POWERS READY 


10 FORM CENTRAL 
RULE FOR REIC 


U.S., Britain and Russia 
to Proceed Without 
France Unless It Drops 
Opposition. 


By EDWARD D. BALL 
BERLIN, Nov. 5 (AP)—The 
United States, Britain and the 
Soviet Union will proceed with 
plans for a central administration 
for Germany without French par- 
ticipation if France persists in its 
opposition to central rule, an of- 
ficial informant said today. 

The Potsdam declaration provid- 
ed that a central government 
eventually would be established. 
The French, who were not signa- 
tories to the document, are de- 
manding internationalization of 
the Ruhr and Rhineland. They 
also want to see Germany dis- 
membered into economic bits and 
not rebuilt into an economic entity. 
Under the Allied set-up, unan- 
imous agreement is necessary 
among the four occupying powers 
on any action taken by the con- 
trol council. However, zone com- 
manders may make bilateral 
agreements among themselves. It 
is understood this is what the 
three powers intend to do if 
France refuses to go along. 
Isolated French Zone. 
In effect, this would’ freeze 
France out of the central admin- 
istrative set-up and leave a bar- 
rier between the French occupa- 
tion zone and the rest of Germany. 
In one sense, such three-power 
action would be what the French 
want, since they have expressed a 
desire to integrate their zone eco- 
nomically—if not politically—with 
France. : 
The official informant said that 
nothing like an ultimatum had 
been served upon the French, but 
that “the cards have been laid on 
the table on a take it or leave it 
basis.” He predicted a showdown 
would come shortly. 
The impasse is caused by French 
fear of an aggressive Germany 
which might develop in the future. 
It is understood to have been one 
of the main reasons for the cur- 
rent trip to the United States by 
Lt. Gen. Lucius D, Clay and Am- 
bassador Robert D. Murphy. 
Upon their return, quick action 
is anticipated to settle the issue.

Prisoners Shot After Es- 
caping, They Say — 
Three Others Reported 
Tortured, Executed.

Indies, Oct, 31 (Delayed) (AP)— 
Japanese prisoners have confessed 
to Australians details of a series 


of atrocities and related how two 
American airmen were killed. 

The flyers, Lt. L. H. Bollager, 
22 years Old (serial No, 02062967) 
and E. R. Alexander (0675811) 
crashed in their P-51 Mustang on 
Omimajor Island, south of Hal- 
mahera, last March 1, Names of 
their home towns were not avail- 
able here. 

They were not injured and were 
captured by Japanese Civil Admin- 
istrator Noguchi and three ma- 
rines. Noguchi said the flyers 
were taken to Batjan island in 
the Moluccas, where they over- 
powered their guards and escaped 
to Mare islet, after killing the is- 
land commander and two other 
Jabanese. 

A native betrayed them and the 
Japanese sent a 20-man patrol 
which killed the Americans after 
one member of the patrol was 
killed and another wounded. No- 
guchi is in jail, charged with a 
number of atrocities. 

Three Reported Tortured. 
During Australian investigations 

in Borneo and nearby areas, the 
bodies of a number of unidentified 
American fighter and bomber 
crews were found in charred 
wreckages of their planes. 

Three unidentified Americans 
were reported tortured and killed 
near Wasile on Halmahera. 

In the wreckage of one B-25 
bomber the Australians found an 
unsigned Catholic missal and a 
New Testament bearing the name 
a Charles R. Wolfe of Cass, W. 

a. 

An Australian major obtained 
from Gen. Ishii, commander of the 
Japanese Thirty-second Division, 
details of a number of war crimes 
in the southwest Pacific, including 
some which had not been sus- 
pected. One such report detailed 
the massacre of 41 lepers, related 
in a neat Japanese report: 

“Tobela Area, Halmahera, March 
6, 10 a.m. Mede village. Names 
unknown; 41 lepers. Direct, exe- 
cutioner, Military Policeman Chu- 
gora Kumula. Direct orders Com- 
mander Sugahara and Goro Ogi- 
hara, Causes: Lepers ordered to 
move into interior, opposed, muti- 
neered. In respect to details, re- 
fer to information to be submitted 
another day.” 

48 Executed in One Area. 
Another Japanese report said:

tary Police, Col. Kikichi Abe, and 
Military Police Maj.

Gen. Russell Randall of 
Long Island, New York, former 
commander of the China-based 
312th Fighter Wing, Fourteenth 
Air Force, was scheduled to head 
the air wing. He already is in 
China. 

A Five-Year Undertaking. 

The mission ig to be in existence 
five years. The Americans will 
act only as advisers and super- 
visors. 

A Shanghai dispatch quoted Col. 
Herman A. Hauck, chief of lend- 
lease in the China theater, ag say- 
ing more than 15,000 United States 
Army trucks, jeeps and passenger 
cars had been placed at the dis- 
posal of the Chinese national army 
for redeployment of its forces. 
He said the transfers eventually 
would total about 19,000. Hauck 
said lend-lease, inoperative on 
most categories, was being con- 
tinued in this case “because of the 
importance of assisting the Chi- 
nese armies in the reoccupation 
and disarming of Japanese forces 
in China and Manchuria.” 

New Communist Charges. 

Meanwhile, the Communist New 
China Daily charged that Gen. 
Wedemeyer’s promise that Ameri- 
can troops would avoid participa- 
tion in China’s internal strife was 
“nothing but a lie,” and listed a 
number of alleged incidents of 
armed intervention. The charges 
were denied almost immediately 
by the Chungking central govern- 
ment, which still is awaiting a 
reply from the Communists to its 
peace proposals, announced Satur- 
day.

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QUARTZ VAPOR FLASH TUBE 
IMPROVES ARMY CAMERA 


Gives Light Brighter Than Sun; 
Developed for Use of 
Surgeons, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (AP) — 
The Army has a camera with 
which it says the rankest amateur 
can make flawless still pictures, 
in color or black and white, of 
fast action at distances between 

six inches and 12 feet. 

The secret of the camera is a 
built-in light source, a quartz va- 
por tube giving a flash of about 
1-25,000 of a second duration with 
brilliancy greater than sunlight. 

The camera was developed by 
the Army’s pictorial service, for 
Army surgeons, from an original 
idea by Capt. Rollin W. King and 
a civilian expert, Emanuel Ber- 
lant. The light tube was designed 
and built by the General Electric 
Co. Four cameras have been 
made and others are now under 
construction.

BERLIN, Nov. 5—A four-power 
squeeze, involving economic sanc- 
tions, is about to be applied to 


former neutral countries in an 
effort to get at millions of dollars 

orth of hidden Nazi wealth 
abroad and to destroy the nest 
eggs of a third world war. Toa 
degree, the squeeze is already on, 
particularly against Switzerland, 
whose important coal imports 
from Germany have been pinched 
down to nearly nothing since the 
war ended. 

The basis for the pressure is 
Law No. 5, promulgated last night 
by the Allied Control Council for 
Germany, creating and empower- 
ing a quadripartite commission to 
geize German external assets 
stowed in countries like Sweden, 
Spain, Portugal, Switzerland, Tur- 
key and Argentina, 

Potentially, this is one of the 
most important statutes that the 
council has passed, but it will be 
worthless without the co-operation 
of neutral nations where the Nazis 
built up a labyrinth of combines 
and dummy corporations and 
atored their loot in secret bank 
accounts. 

Allies Argue Over Plan. 

A long controversy preceded the 
passage of Law No. 5, because the 
occupying powers differed over 
how this co-operation should be 
won. The British, and, it seems, 
the French, wanted to be gentle 
and deal with the neutrals one at 
a time. This created a certain 
and probably exaggerated suSspi- 
cion among some Americans that 
the British would use such con- 
versations to promote their own 
trade interests while trying to in- 
ventory enemy assets, The Ameri- 
cans and Russians preferred a 
firmer united approach, according 
to some sources. The others ac- 
quiesced, but doubted if that ap- 
proach would work. 

Although a high British author- 
ity took pains to point out that the 
law does not mean that the Allied 
Control Council intends to “run 
roughshod over the rights of neu- 
trals or question their jurisdiction 
over their own territories,” a small 
group of experts in the cartels and 
externa] assets branch of the Unit- 
ed States Military Government is 
determined to force as much of 
these riches out of hiding ag pos- 
sible and has already made some 
progress in its investigations. 

“Slush Funds for Fascism.” 

“Nobody knows how much 
wealth the Nazis smuggled 
abroad,” one investigator said. 
“Although it may amount to bil- 
lions of dollars, the amount, in it- 
self, is not so important as the 
fact that if not uncovered these 
accounts remain slush funds for 
Fascism al] over the world.” 

It is reasonable to believe that 
Washington may cotton more to 
the idea of using pressure if the 
Kilgore Senate subcommittee 
hearings, scheduled to open on 
Nov. 15 on the German war po- 
tential, produce evidence as sen- 
sational as the preliminary com- 
mittee report in July indicated 
they would. 

This report stated categorically 
that “Germany, in defeat, remains 
a major threat to the peace of the 
world, The Germans, who have 
twice within the century launched 
the most devastating of wars, 
have already set in motion plans 
for a third attempt to enslave the 
world.” It said that Germany still 
“has a worldwide network — in- 
cluding even the United States— 
of commercial relationships and 
coming political and espionage 
outposts, which it could mobilize 
for another war,” adding that Ger- 
man influence is still “strongly 
entrenched in this hemisphere, 
particularly in Argentina.” 

Swiss Accounts Blocked. 

The report said that more than 
$500,000,000 worth of assets in 
Swiss accounts in the United 
States had been blocked because 
they may, in fact, be German. 
Swiss law protects the anonymity 
of bank accounts, making it easy 
for the Nazis to conceal their 
funds. One American official 
went so far as to say that Switger- 
land might be forced to abrogate 
that law in the course of interna- 
tional investigations. It is known 
that operations of the Swiss Na- 
tional Bank are being looked into. 

Neutrals almost certainly will 
resist efforts to seize Nazi funds, 
though in varying degrees and on 
technical legal grounds. Spai 
protested bitterly a couple of 
years ago when the British and 
Americans embargoed petroleum 
while Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco was playing the Axis 
game, but the embargo worked

ence,” he said, “rests with the 
representatives of management 
and labor. But—as in all other

He was, like Truman, 
dressed in a dark blue suit, but 
instead of a four-in-hand tie he 
wore an old-fashioned — short, 
square black bow tle, which gave 
him an almost funereal appear- 
ance.

The top representatives of labor 
and management were seated next 
to the head table. , 
Press tables formed a U around 
the head and delegates’ tables. The 
regular seats had been removed 
from the front two-thirds of the 
auditorium. Back of the middle 
press table, wooden stands six feet 
from the floor had been erected 
for the movie and still camera 
men and their spotlights.

Text of Truman’s Address 


Members of the labor-manage- 
ment conference: 

In a radio broadcast to the 
American people last Tuesday 
night, I said: 

“I am convinced that, it labor 
and management will appproach 
each other with the realization 
that they have a common goal 
and with the determination to 
compose their differences in their 


own long-range interest, it will 
not be long before we have put 
industrial strife behind us. Labor 
is the best customer management 
has; and management is_ the 
source of labor’s livelihood. Both 
are wholly dependent on each 
other; and the country in turn 
is dependent on both of them.” 

This conference has been called 
to provide a nation-wide oppor- 
tunity to fulfill that objective. 
Representatives of labor and man- 
agement are meeting here at this 
conference table, to discuss their 
common problems, and to settle 
differences in the public interest. 
Here ig the democratic process in 
action—in its best form. 

On this conference have been 
based many high hopes of the 
American people. Their eyes are 
turned here in the expectation that 
you will furnish a broad and per- 
manent foundation for industrial 
peace and progress. 

No Federal Interference. 

I want to make it clear that 
this is your conference—a man- 
agement-labor conference—and not 
a Government conference. 

You have not been chosen by me 
or by any government official. 
You have been selected by the 
leading labor and industrial organ- 
izations in the United States, 
There has been no interference by 
government in that selection. 

By the very nature of the task 
before you, you appear here not as 
representatives merely of the or- 
ganizations which chose you; but 
as public-spirited citizens, who dur- 
ing the deliberations will consider 
the interests of all groups of our 
people. Each of you is now a mem- 
ber of the team which the Amer- 
ican people hope will recommend 
definite policy in the field of in- 
dustrial relations. We must begin 
with the firm realization that ev- 
ery citizen in our nation has an 
identity of interest and a great 
stake in the maintenance of indus- 
trial peace and in the development 
of mature and effective ways of 
achieving it. 

The time has come for labor 
and management to handle their 
own affairs in the _ traditional 
American, democratic way. 
hope that I can give up the Pres- 
ident’s wartime powers as soon 
as possible, so that management 
and labor can again have the full 
and undivided responsibility for 
providing the production that we 
must have to safeguard our do- 
mestic economy and our leader- 
ship in international affairs. 


Government Has No Vote. 
Your Government, although it 
is acting as your host, has no 
hand in the direction or the rec- 
ommendations of this conference. 
It has no vote, 

This is your opportunity to 
prove that you can come to under- 
standing and agreement without 
political or governmental pres- 
sure. The outcome of the confer- 
ence rests with the representa- 
tives of management and labor. 
But—as in all other public affairs 
—the outcome also rests with the 
American public who, by their 
interest and concern, can be a 
constant reminder that arbitrary 
selfishness and a refusal to see 
the other fellow’s point of view 
have no place in these meetings, 

Our eountry is worried about 
our industrial relations. It has 
a right to be. That worry is re- 
flected in the halls of the Con- 
gress in the form of all kinds 
of proposed legislation. You 
have it in your power to stop 
that worry. I have supreme con- 
fidence in your ability to find a 
democratic way to compose in- 
dustrial difficulties. 

Industrial Strife Grows. 

Under the patriotic pressure of 
a desperate war crisis, manage- 
ment and labor have performed 
a miracle of production for four 
years — working together volun- 
tarily but under a measure of Gov- 
ernment control. Those controls 
must soon disappear. Many have 
already gone, And yet as soon as 
the first ones were taken off, in- 
dustrial strife appeared. 

Some of it was expected by 
the American people in_ this 
period of adjustment. But I am 
sure that they never expected 
anything like the amount of 
strife which has been threat- 
ened. And I know that the 
American people do not like it 
—especially after the solemn 
promise by representatives of 
both management and _ labor 
that they would co-operate with 
their Government through the 
reconversion period. 

I make no effort to fix the 
blame. I have tried to lay fair- 
ly before the people the position 
of labor and the positien of in- 
dustry, They both have prob- 
lems—grave and worrisome 
problem, But they are not insolu- 
ble problems, Essentially they are 
problems of adjustment to the 
drastic changes brought about 
by three and a half years of war. 
Solution Must Be Found. 

The important thing is to re- 
member that those problems— 
and their solution—cannot be al- 
lowed to stop us in our struggle 
to reconvert from war to peace. 
For until we successfully recon- 
vert our productive capacity, we 
cannot hone to proceed toward 
our goal of full employment and 
an increased standard of living.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (AP) 


If labor and management, in 
an industry or in a company, 
find that they cannot come to 
agreement, a way must be found 
of resolving their differences 
without stopping production. 

Finding the best way to ac- 
complish that result without 
Government directive to either 
egg or industry—that is your 
ob. 


Open Mind Necessary. 

There are many considerations 
involved. At the basis of them all, 
is not only the right, but the duty, 
to bargain collectively. I do not 
mean giving mere lip service to 
that abstract principle, I mean 
the willingness on both sides, yes, 
the determination, to approach the 
bargaining table with an open 
mind, with an appreciation of 
what is on the other side of the 
table—and with a firm resolve 
to reach an agreement fairly. 

If that fails, if bargaining 
produces no results, then there 
must be a willingness to use 
some impartial machinery for 
reaching decisions on the basis 
of proven facts and realities, 
instead of rumor or propaganda 
or partisan statements. That is 
the way to eliminate unneces- 
sary friction, 

That is the way to prevent lock- 
outs and strikes. That is the way 
to keep production going. 

We shall have to find methods 
not only of peaceful negotiation 
of labor contracts, but also of in- 
suring industrial peace for the 
lifetime of such contracts. Con- 
tracts once made must be lived 
up to, and should be changed only 
in the manner agreed upon by 
the parties, 


Both Sides’ Responsibility. 

If we expect confidence in 
agreements made, there must be 
responsibility and integrity on 
both sides in carrying them out. 

Some substitute must be found 
for jurisdictional strikes. Busi- 
ness simply cannot stop, life and 
property just cannot be endan- 
gered, merely because of some 
internal disagreement hetween 
factions of labor, in which man- 
agement can rightfully have no 
part and no interest. 

There can be no moral or 
economic justification for stop- 
ing production while rival or- 
ganizations contend with each 
other. Labor has a particular 
interest in this matter—for 
nothing is so destructive of pub- 
lic confidence in the motives of 
trade unionism as a _ jurisdic- 
tional strike. 

On the other hand, management 
too often has looked upon labor 
relations as a stepchild of its busi- 
ness, to be disregarded until the 
controversy has reached a point 
where real collective bargaining 
becomes very difficult—if not al- 
most impossible. It happens all 
too frequently that in the actual 
process of collective bargaining, 
delaying tactics are practiced with 
the result that there is no real 
bargaining, 

There can be no justification for 
such tactics at the present time, 
or in the future, 


Basis for Prosperity. 

If this conference can recom- 
mend answers to the public de- 
mand for machinery to prevent 
or ,settle industrial disputes, it 
will have made vast progress 
toward industrial peace. It will 
have laid a foundation for an 
era of prosperity and security, 
The whole world now needs the 

produce of our mills and factories 
—everything stands ready and 
primed for a great future. But 
situations and circumstances can 
change rapidly. Our unparalleled 
opportunity may not long remain 
open. We must have production— 
vast production. We must have 
it soon, 

In order to have it, labor and 
management must work together 
to expand the economy of our na- 
tion—as they worked together to 
protect the safety of our nation 
during the war. If- we get the 
production that we need—the pro- 
duction which our resources and 
industrial skill make possible—the 
present problem of wages and 
prices will be easier to solve. 

Production means employment. 
It means economic health. It 
means higher wages and lower 
prices. It means the difference be- 
tween strength and _ prosperity, 
and uncertainty and depression, 

The men in this room direct a 
cross-section of American indus- 
try, and lead American labor of 
all opinions, But you will fully 
succeed only if labor and indus- 
try as a whole will willingly ac- 
cept your decisions, and will adopt 
the convictions developed out of 
the conference. 

The American people know 
the enormous size of your task. 
But the stakes are enormous, 
too. If the people do not find 
the answers here, they will find 
them some place else. For these 

answers must and will be found. 
The whole system of private en-

SUPREME COURT 
REFUSES 10 RULE 
UN WARD SEIZURE 


Indicates Cause for Ac- 
tion No Longer Exists 


Turned 


Since Army 


Back Plants. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court refused today 
to rule on the validity of the Gov- 
ernment’s wartime seizure. of 
Montgomery Ward & Co. proper- 
ties in seven cities. 

This action was in line with the 
Justice Department’s request that 
the court refuse to consider the 
case. The department contended 
that since the Army relinquished 
control of the properties in Octo- 
ber there no longer was any basis 
for a Supreme Court ruling. 

Ward’s countered with a _ peti- 
tion insisting oA a ruling and as- 
serting another seizure of its 
property was probable. 

The United States Court of Ap- 
peals at Chicago in a 2-1 decision 
had held the seizure legal. 

In dismissing the complaint, the 
Supreme Court ordered the judg- 
ment of the circuit court vacated 
and sent the case back to the dis- 
trict court with directions. that it 
dismiss the case as being “moot.” 

By this the court indicated that 
it considered the case one in 
which there was no longer any 
cause for action. 

The case revolved around re- 
fusal by Ward's to abide by War 
Labor Board orders, Among other 
things the orders granted mainte- 
nance of union membership. 
Strikes occurred, President Roose- 
velt said the strikes endangered 
the war effort. On Dec. 27, 1944, 
he ordered the Army to take over 
Ward properties in Chicago, De- 
troit, St. Paul, Denver, Portland, 
Ore., San Rafael, Calif., and 
Jamaica, N. Y. 

The Justice Department in ask- 
ing dismissal of Ward's appeal 
said any dispute over compensa- 
tion and accounting resulting 
from Army control would be a 
“collateral controversy.” Such a 
controversy may not arise, the de- 
partment added, and if it does, it 
may have to be tried in another 
tribunal.

ties—total wages and salaries will 
be down from 20 to 25 billion dol- 
lars from the total realized this 
year. Profits before taxes will go 
down proportionately, but corpo- 
rate profits after ‘1xes will prob- 
ably be unaffected and perhaps 
even show a small gain. If such 
increases in wage rates are not 
made, the decline in wage and 
salary incomes will be even great- 
er than 25 billion dollars. There 
then will be severe downward 
pressure on prices after the spring 
of next year, and profits will be 
correspondingly endangered.” 
Schwellenbach Speaks. 

Labor Secretary Schwellenbach 
opened the afternoon session after 
a polite greeting of applause. His 
manner was as quiet as his wel- 
coming address. He often has 
difficulty with his pronunciation. 
One reason for this, perhaps, was 
that he completely rewrote his 
speech during the luncheon recess, 
Wallace spoke, as usual, as one 
thoroughly familiar with his own 
speech.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5—House 
Military Affairs Committee pro- 
posals that would restrict activi- 
ties of labor unions were criti- 
cized today by Representative 
Melvin Price (Dem.), East St. 
Louis, as “a punitive attempt to 
destroy unions and collective bar- 
gaining.” Price is a member of 
the committee. 

“Never within the past 20 years 
has there emerged from a commit- 
tee of this Congress as vicious 
and unfair a proposal as HR 
3937,” Price asserted in the House. 
“This bill boldly takes sides in an 
economic dispute between labor 
and management on the eve of a 
labor - management conference 
which is addressed to the _ prob- 
lems the bill undertakes to solve.” 

The bill, amended in committee 
by a vote of 15 to 9, would end 
strike ballots conducted by the 
National Labor Relations Board 
and provide sharp penalties for 
work stoppages during the life of 
an agreement in which there is a 
no-strike clause. It would impose 
further limits on union political 
activities. 

Price earlier told the Post- 
Dispatch that in his opinion the 
Military Affairs Committee should 
have done nothing more than rec- 
ommend repeal of the Smith- 
Connolly War Labor Disputes Act. 
Any substitute legislation such as 
that proposed should have come 
from the House Labor Committee, 
he said. Price was critical of the

MAN KILLED BY GAS 
USED IN FUMIGATION 


Four Other Persons Made III, 
Two in Serious 
Condition. 


One man died of cyanide poison- 
ing and four persons became ill, 
two seriously, eariy today, appar- 
ently as a result of gas fumes re- 
maining from the fumigation of 
the flat in which they lived at 3517 
North Ninth street, 

George Kozlovic, a laborer, died 
at City Hospital an hour after he 
and his wife, Mrs. Mary Kozlovic, 
and their daughter, Zora, were 
found unconscious by police’ in 


their upstairs flat. The mother 
and daughter, both suffering from 
the poisoning, are in critical condi- 
tion at the hospital. 

Mrs. Rose Gomerich and her 
daughter, Katherine, who live in 
the downstairs flat, became ill 
about 1:15 a.m., and summoned a 
doctor, who pronounced them suf- 
fering from poisoning and called 
the police. 

They broke into the Kozlovics’ 
flat, where they found Miss Koz- 
lovic lying just inside the door, 
where she had apparently col- 
lapsed. Mrs, Kozlovic was found 
unconscious on a bed and her hus- 
band was found in the bathroom. 
A pet Boston bull terrier was dead 
on the kitchen floor. 

Mrs. Gomerich told police that 
the building had been fumigated 
for seven hours yesterday. She 
and her daughter had arrived 
home about 7 p.m, and had opened 
the windows in the downstairs flat 
before retiring. She did not know 
what time the Kozlovics had re- 
turned home. All the windows and 
doors in the upstairs flat were 
closed when police arrived. 

Miss Zora Kozlovic told police 
employes of the fumigating com- 
pany instructed tenants not to en- 
ter the house before 8 p.m. She 
said she arrived home about 7:45 
p.m. and closed all the windows 
because the house was cold. Her 
parents came in about 8 p.m., she 
said. 

About midnight, all became ill, 
she told police, and she asked Mrs. 
Gomerich to call a doctor. She 
said she collapsed as she re-entered 
her home,

Kinney Demands Facts 
on Reported Threats to 
Prosecutor's Son. 


Joseph A. Falzone, Clayton law- 
yer whose resignation as a State 
Senator was read to the Senate at 
Jefferson City today, has. decided 
not :to attempt to address the 
Senate tomorrow, as he had an- 
nounced he would do. But the Sen- 
ators did address themselves to 
him and to Mark D. Eagleton of 
St. Louis, prosecutor in Falzone’s 
interrupted trial in the Senate last 
week on a $1500 bribe solicitation 
charge. 

Senator Mike Kinney, veteran 
St. Louis Democratic member, was 
the first to take the floor after 
Lt. Gov. Walter N. Davis had 
placed the resignation on record. 


“Tt was stated on the floor of 
this body last week,” said Kinney, 
“that there was concern for safe- 
ty of witnesses, and that there 
might be a number of collapses. 
The Senate should know’ the facts, 
and if anyone has_ information 
about these threats, it should be 
given to the Senate.” 

Reference to Eagleton Statement. 

His reference was to the state- 
ment of Eagleton, who is presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Police Board, 
that he had been threatened in a 
telephone message with the kid- 
naping of his 16-year-old son. 
Eagleton wept as he told the Sen- 
ate of the incident. This followed 
the announcement that Mrs. Fal- 
zone, a witness for her husband, 
had suffered a nervous collapse. 

Senator H. B, Hart, Versailles 
Republican, was much more em- 
phatic than Kinney had been, He 
charged that the Senate and its 
presiding officer had been insult- 
ed by “Eagleton’s outburst,” and 
said that “in his place, I would 
have had my house surrounded 
by guards, and would have burned 
up the phone finding where that 
call came from.” He said Eagle- 
ton owed the Senate an apology. 

Hart complained particularly of 
the publication of newspaper pho- 
tographs of Mrs. Falzone, and said 
he woul d“subscribe to a fund to 
prosecute the newspapers” for 
“grieving and aggravating” her, 

Origin of Photograph. 

William M. Quinn, Democrat, of 
Maywood, asked whether’ the 
newspaper pictures showing 
Eagleton holding a handkerchief 
to his eyes were taken on the 
Senate floor, or whether Eagleton 
had posed for them after the hear- 
ing. (The fact is that Eagleton, 
when questioned by reporters, 
broke down again, and that the 
photographers then took the pic- 
tures.) 

Cc. R. Hawkins, Republican, of 
Bromley, told his fellow-Senators 
they should consider the Falzone 
incident closed, and leave any in- 
vestigation of alleged threats to 
the police and prosecuting authori- 
ties. “We have important busi- 
ness to do,” he reminded them. 

This view of a freshman mem- 
ber seemed to impress the Sena- 
tors, and the routine was taken 
up without further discussion of 
the Falzone matter. 

Falzone Statement. 

Falzone, telling a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at Clayton today that he 
would ‘not attempt to address the 
Senate tomorrow, denied that he 
had ever intended to “raise Cain” 
with the members, and said he 
had meant only to express his ap- 
preciation of past favors. This, he 
said, was at the suggestion of his 
attorney, Waldo Edwards of Ma- 
con, “but I have decided,” he said, 
“that it is not necessary, and the 
Senate has more important busi- 
ness.” 

His announcement of his de- 
cision to resign, last Thursday, 
ended his trial. Cole County au- 
thorities are considering possible 
inquiry into the charge made by 
the chief prosecution witness be- 
fore the Senate, Mrs. Lillian Mac- 
fallum of St. Louis, that Falzone 
asked $1500 for support of a Dill 
desired by cosmetologists and hair- 
dressers. 

The vacancy created by Fal- 
zone’s resignation has raised the 
question whether the election for 
filling it should be called for the 
old Twenty-fifth senatorial dis- 
trict, St. Louis, Franklin and .Gas- 
conade counties, from which Fal- 
zone was elected last year; or for 
the recently created new Twenty- 
fifth district, which consists of 
three counties in the southeast 
corner of the state, New Madrid, 
Pemiscot and Mississippi coun- 
ties. The latter procedure would 
leave St. Louis county and _ its 
neighbor counties unrepresented 
in the Senate until after the 1946 
election. 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly said to- 
day that he would ask Attorney 
General J. E. Taylor for an opin- 
ion on this point. Election of a

GENERAL STRIKE 
BY GIO IN WINDSOR, 
ABOUT 20,0000 


8500 Quit in Sympathy 
With 10,000 Laid-Off 
Ford Workers—Police 
Stand By. 


WINDSOR, Ont., Nov. 5 (AP)— 
Windsor’s long-threatened general 
strike of CIO industrial workers 
apparently was materializing to- 
day with nearly 20,000 men re- 
ported idle and provincial and 
mounted police standing by. 

About 8500 workers struck at a 
number of plants in sympathy 
with strikers at the picket-barri- 
caded Ford Motor Co. of Canada, 
where 10,000 have been off the 
job for eight weeks in a contract 
dispute. 

Pickets representing the Ford 
strikers and sympathizers from 
more than 20 other struck plants 
massed in the Ford plant area, A 
police report placed the crowd at 
15,000, 

A traffic « blockade, resulting 
from the parking of pykets’ cars, 
ensued, and a district miles in ex- 
tent was affected. As motorists 
drove into the area, they were 
halted by the jam. Police said 
pickets for the striking CIO Unit- 
ed Automobile Workers parked 
the stalled cars bumper to bumper. 

Twelve city busses and three 
long distance busses were caught 
in the crush, A union motorboat 
cruised up and down the Detroit 
river, presumably to prevent any 
entry to the plant by way of the 
waterfront. 

Provincial and mounted police, 
to whose presence the city coun- 
cil has objected, were held in re- 
serve. The scene at Ford’s was 
relatively quiet. 

Mayor Arthur J. Reaume flew 
to Ottawa to press a demand 
that Minister of Justice Louis St. 
Laurent order arbitration of the 
Ford dispute. The city council sent 
a representative to Attorney Gen- 
eral Leslie E. BlackWeli at To- 
ronto to ask him to recall “gov- 
ernment” police.

‘Greatest Mistake of My Military Career’—

commanders, that his (Mac-

Hitler Jubilant on Learning Mussolini 


Wouldn't Hi 


Said He Could Never 
Forget Duce’s Aid in 
His ‘Frightful Military 


Position.’ 


Following is the second in a 
series of stories on the anschluss 
of Austria as disclosed in records 
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of Nazi telephone conversations.

BERLIN, Nov. 5—When Adolf 
Hitler learned that Benito Musso- 
lini was not going to interfere in 
the seizure of Austria the Fuehrer 
did oratorica] flipflops as ecstatic 
as the jig he performed when 
France surrendered. 


Admitting he would have been 
in a “frightful” military position 
had other powers protected Aus- 
tria, Hitler declared over and over 
that he would “never forget” the 
magnanimity of Mussolini. 

The King of Italy sent a weak 
hint to the German government 
that he would like Austria’s 200,- 
000 Jews to be allowed to escape, 
but Reichsmarshal Goering was 
blusteringly firm—as always when 
loot was involved—and declared 
“the Jews can go but they must 
leave the money.” 

Goering’s Air Ministry function- 
aries took down every word as the 
international telephone lines 
buzzed during the crisis. 

Then at Goering’s own request 
they bound the whole record in a 
neat folder labelled “Secret Ar- 
chives” and sent it to the Reichs- 
marshal as his personal copy. 

The case of Austria seemed like 
ancient history seven years later 
when the Red Army _ swept 
through Berlin, and the vainglori- 
ous record was tossed out uncere- 
moniously in a heap of rubbish in 
the courtyard of the air ministry. 

It was retrieved by two old Ger- 
mans who were paid two ciga- 
rettes to load it and a lot of other 
dusty papers into my jeep. 

Prince a Key Figure. 


This record discloses that Prince 
Philip of Hesse was the go0-be- 
tween in the conversations be- 
tween Berlin and Rome. Prince 
Philip, who married. Princess Ma- 
falda of Italy in 1925, came into 
the hands of the Allies last spring 
when he was found in a camp 
of political hostages held by the 
Nazis. Princess Mafalda, eldest 
daughter of the King of Italy and 
also a hostage, died of wounds 
from an Allied bombing in the 
brothel of Buchenwald concentra- 
tion camp. The Nazis placed her 
there for the inmates to care for 
her wounds. 

Prince Philip of Hesse was in 
a key spot for the Fuehrer’s plans. 
Mussolini had balked the first plot 
against Austria at the time of the 
murder of Chancellor Dolifuss in 
1934 when he  belligerently 
marched troops to the Austrian 
border and threatened to inter- 
vene against the Nazis. 

But now Mussolini had fallen 
out with France and England over 
Ethiopia and Spain and spurned 
their efforts to align a solid front 
against Germany. 

Hesse called Hitler from Rome 
at 10:25 p. m. on Friday, March 11, 
just 31 minutes after the Fuehrer 
had been informed that the Nazi 
puppet in Vienna, Arthur Seyss- 
Inquart, had agreed to a Goering~- 
dictated telegram requesting Ger-

man troops to march in and prer 
vent “bloodshed,” 

The Austrian government of 

Chancellor Kurt Schuschnigg had 
resigned as the result of a two- 
hour ultimatum from Goering. 
Seyss-Inquart had been instructed 
to step into the vacuum and seize 
power. 
Already orders had been issued 
to 240,000 German troops on thé 
Austrian border to begin march- 
ing at dawn, and Hitler himself 
was to be on the way in a few 
hours on a triumphant return to 
his native country. 

Already Hitler was meditating 
on secret plans against Czecho- 
slovakia. 


What Mussolini Said. 

The prince opened the conver- 
sation—‘I have just come back 
from the Palazzo Venezia. The 
Duce accepted the whole thing 
very friendly. He sends you his 
regards. The thing had been told 
him from Austria — Schuschnigg 
gave him the news Monday. He 
(Mussolini) said it would be a 
complete impossibility, a bluff, 
one couldn’t do it. He was an- 
swered that it was unfortunately 
already arranged thus and one 
could not change it.

Clay States Objectives. 


The fundamental objectives of 
American policy in Germany, Gen. 
Clay said, remain de-Nazification, 
disarmament, demobilization, and 
de-industrialization. This is being 
carried out largely through repa- 
rations, he said, and Germany will 
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dry, 
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be permitted “no war equipment 
and no metal industries, machin- 
ery, chemical or other plants in 
excess of her postwar needs to 
maintain an economy equal to 
ee of the surrounding coun- 
ries. 


“It is still necessary,” he added, 
that an import-export program be 
developed to sustain the civilian 
economy without dependence on 
external aid.” 


A reporter raised the question 
of whether the Potsdam declara- 
tion required the occupying forces 
to guarantee Germany a standard 
of living “equal to” that of sur- 
rounding countries. The language 
of the declaration itself was that 
Germany was to have a living 
standard “not exceeding the aver- 
age of the standards of living of 
European countries,” excluding 
England and Russia. 


With a wry grimace, Gen. Clay 
answered: “Our long-time objec- 
tive is to give them a standard 
which will provide 2000 calories a 
day. I leave it to you if that is 
too much.” The United States 
consumption is 3200 calories. 

The present German diet, Gen. 
Clay said, provides an average of 
1550 calories a day. He thought it 
would be necessary to provide, be- 
fore the next harvest, about 300,- 
000 tons of food in the American 
zone, in addition to about 200,000 
tons now available from surplus 
stocks of the Army, 

Lack Sugar and Fats. 

Asked about the varieties of 
food which would be needed, he 
replied: “Oh, we’re not paying any 
attention to varieties. When we 
talk about food we mean bread 
grains. There is no question but 
what their diet will be deficient 
in sugar and fats for a long time 
to come.” 

In response to another question, 
he said the 1550 calories a day 
diet was average—that workers in 
heavy industry would get 2300, and 
coal miners, because of urgent 
need for coal, were getting 3300. 

A question was asked by anoth- 
er reporter concerning what work- 
ers Germany had in heavy indus- 
tries. “I took the question to re- 
fer to the firemen who shovel coal 
on the railroads, to the engineers 
who drive the trains, as well as 
to those in factories which are op- 
erating,” he answsred. “Let me 
remind you again that only 25 per 
cent of the factories in our zones 
are operating, and that the output 
is only 5 per cent of normal.” 

“Germany in the short range 
just doesn’t have the means of 
reaching the standards of living 
contemplated at Potsdam,” he said 
at another point. “It has been 
necessary for us to drive the Ger- 
mans themselves to find a means 
to live. 

“Industry at Standstill.” 

“The long range picture is that 
we are going to remove their war 
plants as reparations, and destroy 
those not claimed as reparations. 
Industry there now is at a dead 
standstill.” 

Germany must pay for the food 
she will need through her exports, 
he said, and now all she has to 
export is coal. He _ estimated 
roughly thee cost of the type of 
food to be supplied at $100 a ton. 
Estimates he had mentioned of 
Germany’s food needs, he added, 
did not provide for another two 
and one-half to three million Ger- 
mans still to be removed to the 
American zone from Poland and 
Czechoslovakia. 

Gen. Clay flew back to the Unit- 
ed States last week and will re- 
turn to Germany Wednesday. He 
said the reasons for his wisit were 
personal, but that Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower had asked him to dis- 
cuss procedures in Germany with 
the War and State departments 
while in Washington, “so that 
we can be sure we have been 
right in interpreting our policy.”

The United States will be ready 
to proceed with the trial on 
schedule on Nov, 20, but the open- 
ing may be delayed beyond that 
date by defense requests for ad- 
ditional time to prepare, Jackson 
said. 

Jackson said legal representa- 
tives for some defendants are ex- 
pected to request more time in 
which to prepare their cases, Five 
defendants, he pointed out, still 
are without counsel.

says. all Filipinos are guerrillas, 
even the people who are supposed 
to be under Ricarte; I know what 
is really happening; the Filipinos 
are very treacherous, hence our 
enemies.’” 

When Ricarte asked Yamashita 
to revoke his order to kill all 
Filipinos and destroy Manila, Ga- 
lang continued, “Yamashita stood 
up frowning, very angry, his 
hands clenched. He said, ‘That is 
my order and it should not be dis- 
obeyed.’ Then he left.” 

Defense Objection. 

Yamashita’s defense counsel ob- 
jected to all of Galang’s testimony 
as hearsay. Gen. Reynolds said 
the record would indicate a stand- 
ing objection to all the testimony. 
Asked on cross-examination by 
Capt. Milton Sanberg, Keyport,

plied “last night.” Asked why he

U.S.-COMMUNIST 
CLASHES IN CHINA 
OFFICIALLY DENIED

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s 
troops, “but have invaded our lib- 
erated areas in north China, 
opened fire on us, arrested some 
of our army personnel and dis- 
armed some of our troops.” 

The newspaper asserted that 14 
American planes from Nanyuan 
in the suburbs of Peiping strafed 
the Communist-held town of Kuan 
while a mass meeting was being 
held Oct, 21. It said 10 planes had 
flown over earlier in the day and 
dropped leaflets warning the Com- 
munists to withdraw in three days. 

Charge Against Marines, 

American Marines were accused 
o. firing on the Communists at 
Chinwangtao in Manchuria where, 
it now has been learned, Chinese 
government troops were landed 
last week instead of at Hulutao, 
as previously reported by Chung- 
king. <A dispatch from Tientsin 
said the U. 8S. Seventh Amphibious 
Force commander, V. Adm. Daniel 
Barbey, attempted to land the Chi- 
nese Thirteenth Army at Hulutao 
but met such objections from the 
Communists that he landed them 
instead at Chinwangtao, 85 miles 
to the southwest, to avoid blood- 
shed, 

The New China Daily News dis- 
patch charged that when U. §&. 
Marines first landed at Chinwang- 
tao, the Communists sent repre- 
sentatives to contact them, but 
“they were fired on and had to 
reply.” It added that the Reds 
withdrew after an hour of hos- 
tilities. 

After the Marines had occupied 
Chinwangtao and the nearby town 
of Haiyang, the dispatch said, the 
Communists, who were not in- 
formed of the Americans’ inten- 
tions, and considering China’s 
“territorial rights involved,” sent 
six representatives to negotiate 
with them. 

The Americans arrested the ne- 
gotiators without explanation and 
before releasing them, asserted the 
newspaper, “threatened that the 
Communists would be dealt with 
by the American ‘fleet and Ma- 
rines.” 

The dispatch also charged that: 

Oct. 18 a detachment of 30 Amer- 
ican and Chinese police arrested 
five members of the staff of the 
Communist office in the former 
British concession in Tientsin.

Night Fighting.

BATAVIA, Java, Nov. 5 (AP)—| 
Dutch officials were understood | 
today to be considering a plan to 
gain firm control of a small part 
of western Java and establish that 
area as a rallying ground from 


which they could extend their ef- 
forts to end the native nationalist 
uprising in the East Indies. 

The Dutch intend to bring in 
many more troops, some unoffi- 
cial sources estimating reinforce- 
ments of 20,000 men before Christ- 
mas. 

Strife-torn Java was quiet today 
following the flare up of sporadic 
fighting in the northern section 
of Batavia during the night, but 
it was like the quiet before the 
storm. The picture as a whole is 
blacker and more ominous, with 
tens of thousands of Indonesians 
armed to the teeth and determined 
on revolution, 

The British are in a dilemma, 
apparently undecided whether to 
fight their way through and re- 
turn the island empire to Dutch 
control or merely continue to dis- 
arm Japanese, rescue internees 
and defend themselves. At present 
the Dutch will not accept Ameri- 
can mediation, asserting that the 
Russians, French and Chinese also 
may wish to have their thumbs in | 
the pie. 

News concerning the general | 
situation was limited by a Brit- 
ish decision yesterday to hold no 
more press conferences to give in- 
formation on military develop- 
ments, a decision which resulted 
in a strong protest by foreign cor- 
respondents. The _ ruling also 
barred interviews with Allied of- 
ficers without previous permission 
from the Southeast Asia Com- 
mand,

Packers Lose to 
Bears, Almost 
Out of Running 


CHICAGO, Nov. 5 (AP) — To 
glance at the standings and the 
schedule right now, it looks like 
the Western Division title in the 
National Football League race 
could be decided when Cleveland 
plays at Detroit Thanksgiving day, 
but it may be December 9 before 
the Eastern Division race is set- 
tled. 

That’s how it looks, but the 
way the zany race has been pro- 
gressing this season, anything can 
happen before those games among 
the leaders are called.

as always when Baruch speaks, a 


number of germane topics, includ- 


ing the way other nations are nationalizing their industries and the 
failure of the Roosevelt administration to set up a comprehensive, 
ironclad wage, income and price policy. 


Baruch wrote the letter to Rep- 
resentative Gore, who had ar- 
ranged for about 20 representa- 
tives to meet with Baruch at his 
Washington hotel apartiment last 
month. Always the liberal host, 


Baruch spoke at length to the 
congressional delegation, but, 
gince “all of our minds were on 
pleasanter subjects” (he wrote the 
next day), he put his ideas down 
on paper so that Gore could dis- 
tribute the letter among the guests. 
Although fearful of inflation, the 
man who had such a hand in the 
production during World War I 
thought it could be avoided. 


‘Must Hurry, Hurry, Hurry.’ 

“The miracle of American pro- 
duction can save the situation 
now, as it did in the war, but it 
must hurry, hurry, hurry.” 

Questioning whether he had suc- 
ceeded in making himself clear to 
the guests at a late hour, Baruch 
wrote: 

“Here is what I wanted to say. 
Before we can decide the question 
of inflation and all the other eco- 
nomic problems, domestic and 
foreign, facing us, we must get 
an over-all picture of the balance 
sheet of the country—a kind of 
inventory that would show these 
facts: 

“What are our present debts? 
These must be divided into what 
the public holds in bonds, which 
is more or less a demand debt, 
and what is owed to others. Also, 
how much further do we have to 
go in debt to pay for war con- 
tracts terminated with the goods 
delivered and contracts still to 
run? How much will we have to 
raise for Bretton Woods, UNRRA, 
and foreign loans of every type? 

“Then we ought to examine our 
productive capacity and determine 
how to divide that productiton, 
first, to see that enough of what 
is produced remains in the United 
States to avoid disastrous infla- 
tion, and then, how much to al- 
locate for the rehabilitation of 
Europe, China, the Philippines. 
Unless this dividing is done wisely, 
we will sink and the whole world 
will go down with us. We should 
direct our aid to foreign countries 
by giving priority to those who 
need the most and who will use 
it to help set themselves on their 
own feet. 

“If we promise loans to foreign- 
ers, the money will be useless if 
they cannot buy the goods from 
our production here. Such de- 
mands will further inflation tem- 
porarily because they aggravate 
demands here. There is no use 
giving foreigners credit—or our 
citizens greater buying power 
through increased wages and de- 
creased taxes—unlesg we are will- 
ing to establish priorities which 
will ration our production where 
we want it to go until production 
increases. 


Care in Aiding Others. 


“We must be careful, when we 
give aid to other countries, that 
this aid is not used to nationalize 
their industries against us, to de- 
stroy our own competitive system 
which, I think, should be pre- 
served. England, Czechoslovakia, 
France and other countries are 
nationalizing or are about to na- 
tionalize their industries. Russia 
has totalized herself—one buyer 
and one seller—and is totalizing 
all countries coming under her 
aegis, 

“While examining our produc- 
tion here, we must survey all our 
mineral, agricultural and other 
natural resources. We should not 
dispose of raw material surpluses 
unless they really are surplus for 
the whole United States, not sim- 
ply surplus for some one govern- 
ment department. On everything 
else, on all that is really surplus, 
sell, sell, sell. We cannot go on 
depleting our soil and mineral re- 
sources as we have in the past 
seven years without tragic results 
to our own whole economy and 
national life. A study of our re- 
sources and modern acientific 
methods to replenish them must 
be undertaken quickly. 

“The demand for goods and in- 
creased wages—the race between 
prices and the cost of living is 
going on here and all over the 
world. Last night different men 
raised this question. Being the 
host, I wanted to say as gently 
as I could that the conditions we 
are facing were brought about by 
our own procrastination and neg- 
ligence in not having faced the 
issue when the first price control 
bill was enacted into law. All 
elements of cost, wages, rents— 
everything—should have been in- 
cluded in the original bill. Fail- 
ure to do so started the race—as 
was then predicted by yourself, 
- Monroney and a few others. That 


failure is the basic cause of the 
present, ccntinuous spiraling of 
prices. (Reference is to A. S, 
Mike Monroney (Dem.), Okla- 
homa.) 


‘Scuttle and Run’ Policy. 


“I think that in the present cir- 
cumstances reducing taxes too 
much now, and with no indication 
of future plans, is unwise—and 
may be seriously inflational until 
we have a better conspectus of 
our financial and economic condi- 
tion. I had hoped this ‘scuttle and 
run’ policy which is evidenced 
throughout our life—military, eco- 
nomic, spiritual—should have been 
held off and made parallel with 
peace and as we knew what our 
demands and obligations were. 


“As I tried to say last night, 
tax reductions should have been 
more considered, outlined and 
then put into effect, and only 
after the inventory into our na- 
tional wealth and liabilities was 
known. Perhaps the experts had 
this before them. Even now it 
would not take long, perhaps, a 
month. Then we would have had 
facts—not fictions stirred by all 
the contending pressure groups 
trying to help themselves in 
prices, wages, and taxes for 
their own interests and ignoring 
the general good. The race of 
selfishness is on. It plays an im- 
portant part in the inflationary 
process. 

“One other thing I tried to bring 
out was that we must have full 
production, Without it we cannot 
keep any semblance of modern, 
civilized government. We risk in- 
flation. We mute the voice with 
which we speak for peace in this 
world. With this full production 
we can escape inflation. Labor 
and management must be made 
to realize this. Labor disputes can- 
not continue to interfere with 
production as they do. In our civi- 
lization, where people are induced 
to buy things and to make them 
a part of their daily lives, a deep 
obligation rests on management 
and labor to fill those needs. 
For years I have had high hopes 
of collective bargaining and in- 
telligent leadership in manage- 
ment and labor to bring about un- 
derstanding without interference 
of government. 

“Reaction trom the war effort 
has caused much of the unrest, 
but, unless strife ceases soon, gov- 
ernment must take a hand, and 
a strong one, in the interest of 
va! contestants, the public and it- 
self. 

“Whole segments of society 
have lost their perspective as to 
the rights of others. Worse yet, 
many have lost their capacity for 
indignation over their own wrongs 
and the wrongs inflicted upon 
others.” 


WAINWRIGHT SAYS 
PEACE DEPENDS ON 
AXIS OCCUPATION 


JUNCTION CITY, Kan., Nov. 5 


(AP)—If the Allied nations do not 
occupy Japan and Germany for 
“an appropriate length of time and 
in adequate strength,” we may 
have World War III on our hands, 
Gen. Jonathan M. Wainwright, 
hero of Bataan, predicted yester- 
day before a Cavalry day crowd of 
more than 10,000 persons—many 
military personnel—at Fort Riley. 

Preceding the general’s speech, 
a monument to be presented to 
the Philippine Islands in memory 
of the Twenty-sixth Cavalry unit 
was unveiled. 

“In the final assault of the Japa- 
nese forces on Bataan,” the gen- 
eral recounted, “these stout cav- 
alry soldiers fought to the bitter 
end as infantry and the Twenty- 
sixth Cavalry was one of the last 
organized units to succumb to the 
overwhelming power of the 
enemy.” 

To prevent such a tragedy re- 
curring, Wainwright proposed na- 
tional preparedness under three 
headings: 

1, Universal military training 
for youth as recommended by 
President Truman. 

2. An intensive recruiting 
program for the regular Army. 

3. Purchase now of Victory 
bonds. 

At a press conference following 
the ceremonies, Wainwright said 
he saw the need for some mounted 
cavalry in event of another war 
in spite of the mechanized war 
just ended. In many theaters, he 
said, horses would be useful, al- 
though the bulk of cavalry should 
be mechanized. ; 

Wainwright said he did not in- 
tend to retire until he reached the 


statutory age, Aug. 23, 1947.

S weak as I was on the morn- 
A ing of August 16, 1942, my first 
full day at Karenko Prison, it 
was still almost a relief to get off 
that tiny cot at 6 o’clock. We 
were lined up then on the parade 


ground in front of the barracks, |. 


as on every morning to follow. We 
stood there about half an hour 
before the Jap officer on duty 
came along to supervise the roll 
call. This became a daily prac- 
tice, and once we had to wait at 
attention two hours before the 
Jap sauntered by. 

When the first morning roll call 
was over, our food carriers went 
again to the kitchen and brought 
back another bucket of rice and 
the same kind of watery vegetable 
soup. We were as hungry after 
finishing it as when we began. 
We were beginning to be haunted 
by hunger. 

That afternoon our smal] lug- 
gage was returned to us, after 
having been thoroughly picked 
over. Nevertheless, we were re- 


group and once again it under- 
went a thorough picking. Finally, 
however, we were handed our toi- 
let articles and when given per- 
mission we shuffled off to the 
water spigots in the rear of the 
barracks and brushed our teeth 
and shaved for the first time since 
— Manila nearly a week be- 
ore. 


The first few days of our long 
stay at Karenko were fretful ones, 
and the air was so tense it could 
be cut. We sat around talking 
quietly and wondering what was 
in store for us, 

Our months of half-rations on 
Bataan and Corregidor and then 
the starvation diets of our im- 
prisonment were beginning to 
catch up with us. Aside from our 
even-more_ skeletonized appear- 
ance, the first sign of our physical 
deferioration was our feet and 
ankles. The Japs would not return 
our shoes, and the strange clogs 
aggravated our lower extremities. 

After perhaps a week § at 
Karenko we were led out to the 
parade ground ong afternoon and 
found all of our heavier luggage 
in a pile. We had to sort out our 
individual gear and separate it. 
Then it was minutely searched 
once again. What few bits of mili- 
tary equipment we had left to us 
by that time were taken from us. 
Somehow a pair of my field 
glasses—presented to me on Cor- 
regidor by one of my staff officers 
~—had been left untouched in one 
of my bags. These now were 
taken away by a young Jap 


officer. 

O systematic starvation con- 
tinugl without incident, one 
dreary day upon another, until 
Sept. 28, 1942, when there was a 
commotion at the entrance to the 
prison enclosure and we saw many 
old friends being led in. 


Among them were Maj. Gen. 
Sharp and other officers and en- 
listed men from hig surrendered 
Visayan-Mindanao force, In the 
group also were a number of 
British, Dutch and Australian 
general officers, as well as Sir 
Shenton Thomas, former Governor 
of Malaya; Sir Mark Young, 
former Governor of Hong Kong; 
Sir Percy McElwaine, Chief 
Justice of the Straits Settlements, 
and Sir Harry Trusted, formerly 
Chief Justice of the Federated 
Malay States. 

The new prisoners also contained 
the Governor General of the Neth- 
erland East Indies, Tjarda van 


of Sumatra, A. I. Spits. Among 
the British were Maj. Gen. Ian M. 
MacRae, retired, Red Cross direc- 
tor for Malaya; Lt. Gen. A. E. 
Percival, former Commander in 
Chief of the British forces in 
Malaya; Lt. Gen. Sir L. M. Heath, 
commander of the Indian Third 
Corps in Malaya. 

In the Dutch contingent was my 
good friend, Lt. Gen. Hein terPorr- 
ten, Commander in Chief of the 
Netherlands Indies forces, I had 
last seen terPorrten in the Philip- 
pines when he had toured our in- 
stallations. He was my guest at 
Fort McKinley about the time he 
was promoted to his new rank. 

Instructions to the whole camp 
of 405 men were given to an as- 
sembly of squad leaders. The in- 
terpreter spoke such atrocious 
English that there was always con- 
siderable confusion over our du- 
ties, and resultant tension that we 
would do something wrong. 

One of the best-liked of the new- 
comers to Karenko was Maj. Gen. 
Beckwith-Smith, This commander 
of the Eighteenth British Division 
in Malaya, and former commander 
of the crack Coldstream Guards, 
was a first-class gentleman and 
soldier. 

He had been badly used, as had 
been the others, but his spirit was 
excellent and he was a comfort to 
us all. What feelings he had in 
his own breast he kept to himself. 
But one Sunday morning we saw 
his fine reserve break up. 

We had been holding a religious 
service each Sunday since our ar- 
rival at the camp, though we had 
no chaplain. Two or three offi- 
cers had copies of the Episcopal 
Prayer Book with them, and they 
would alternate in conducting 
services. We held such meetings 
near the parade grounds After 
Gen. Beckwith-Smith joined us, 
and we learned that he wag more 


than familiar with the “prayer

book, we asked him to conduct a 
service, 

It rained hard that October 
morning, and after some delibera- 
tion the Japs permitted us to hold 
our service in the barracks, in a 
room which apparently had been 
used for classroom work for the 
Jap military. 

Gen. Beckwith-Smith used a 
Church of England Prayer Book 
that morning, borrowed from an- 
other British officer. All went well 
for a time, but then he began to 
read a prayer asking God’s bless- 
ing on our loved ones and friends. 
In the middle of the prayer, with 
all its unbearable visions of home, 
his voice suddenly broke and soft- 
ly, helplessly, he began to cry. He 
could not stop it, nor could we. He 
turned his back to us for a long 
time, and when he could control 
himself he turned again, and con- 
tinued. 

It was shortly thereafter that 
our fears began to be realized. 


Beckwith-Smith passed a Jap 
private near the parade ground 
the following week. The British 
general gave the sneering man a 
good British salute, but the Jap 
did not like it. He chased after 
the general, wheeled him around 
roughly and hit him twice in the 
face with clenched fists. It was 
so outrageously unfair that it 
made all of us boil with anger. 
Beckwith-Smith staggered back 
but did not fall. And, as furious 
as he was, he had the presence of 
mind not to strike back—or he 
most certainly would have been 
killed. 


Gen, Percival and I went to my 
room immediately and we wrote 
out a letter to Capt. Imamura, 
the camp commander, objecting to 
such treatment. We then asked 
the guard to take us to the com- 
mander. Instead, he took us be- 
a young Jap lieutenant 
named Nakashima, a surly, muscu- 
lar fellow whom we had nick- 
named “Boots” becaus* of the 
way he walked in his ill-fitting 
riding boots. He g'anced through 
the letter rapidly and flew into a 
rage. He shouted that we would 
not see the camp commander and 
that if we ever wrote another such 
letter of protest he would per- 
sonally see to it that we were 
severely dealt with. 

A day or two later a Domei 
correspondent visited the camp

and asked me if I thought I would 
be court-martialed if I ever re- 
turned to the United States.

Otherwise there is grave danger that decisions will be taken 
piecemeal, without properly considering the effect of each decision 
on the whole structure of our national security.

sciousness—even after all the in- 
tervening months. 

I kept an accurate record of my 
weight. By Oct. 3, 1942, I was 
down to 132 pounds, 40 pounds 
under normal and no weight for 
a man who stands 6-feet-2. 


Early in October the Japs, who 
at the start of the war had prom- 
ised to live up to the spirit and 
letter of the Geneva Convention, 
came to our officers in their wily 
way and told us we could “volun- 
teer” to work. The Geneva Con- 
vention specifies that no officer 
who is a prisoner of war shall be 
required to perform labor. Nor is 
any non-commissioned officer, ex- 
cept in a supervisory capacity. 

So we refused. The Japs imme- 
diately cut down on our food. Our 
rice, barely enough to keep us 
going, wag cut and the soup be- 
came more watery, if possible.

There is still time to straighten 
matters out but what is happening 
now has all the aspects of a thor- 
ough mess. 


The Army is engaged in trying 
to push through a bill for the uni- 
fication of the War and Navy De- 
partments into a single depart- 
ment of the Armed Forces. The 
Navy is bitterly opposed to this 
project. The Navy has a good 
case, but the Army’s case has 
been better presented. Decisions 
of such importance should not rest 
on the fact that Gen. Marshall 
makes a more persuasive witness 
before a Congressional committee 
than Adm. King. 


The question of a separate Air 
Force, co-equal with Army and 
Navy, is bound up with this uni- 
fication project. Much of the 
support of air officers for unifica- 
tion derives from the fact that 
they think this is the best way to 
get their “independence.” It does 
not appear to have occurred to 
anyone (except Secretary Forres- 
tal) that we can, if necessary 
have a separate air force without 
having a unified department of 
the armed forces. The two matters 
should be separately examined 
on their respective merits, but 
they should be examined in con- 
nection with their respective bear- 
ings on the whole broad question 
of our future military policy. 


The effect of the development of 
atomic energy as a weapon, and 
the degree of control to be exer- 
cised by the Government over its 
military as well as its domestic 
uses, is the occasion of vast con- 
troversy, both in Congress and 
among the scientists both of the 
physical and the political variety. 
This too is a subject directly re- 
lated to the national security, and 
hardly to be examined clearly out- 
side that frame of reference. 


Universal Training Question. 


The President and all our mili- 
tary leaders are unanimous in 
pointing out that a system of uni- 
versal training for one year for 
all our young men is the founda- 


tion of our security for the fu- 
ture. Yet this proposal is being 
somewhat coldly received in Con- 
gress because ignorant and emo- 
tional opposition (I use these ad- 
jectives with deliberation) . from 
educators, church leaders, wom- 
en's groups and others has stirred 
up sO much opposition to it that 
it is being thought of as a politi- 
cal hot potato. 


Presently we are going to have 
to consider the size of the budget 
for the armed forces. There is 
grave danger that, unless we have 
thought through al] these prob- 
lems, and their relationship one to 
another, we shall have the old 
process of pulling and hauling, 
and get the usual unbalanced re- 
sult. How big a regular Army? 
Navy? Marine Corps? What are 
the military obligations to the 
United Nations Organization? 
How shall we reform: and mod- 
ernize the National Guard? What 
about overseas bases—how much 
money for them, which can we 
abandon, which must be built up? 
What are we going to do about 
the relationship of scientific re- 
search and development to the 
national security? What about an 
industrial program for keeping up

Curtis Betts’s articles on the Missouri 
Legislature were indorsed in a letter by 
Geneva Crumb. Both called the system 
of choosing members bad, and said that 
they are seldom chosen because they are 
“men and women of sound discretion, 
students of government and with busi- 
‘ness ability’; that their names, are 
placed on ballots by party committees. 

The exceptions commended, of course, 
are those striving to carry out the in- 
tent of the new Constitution, a la news- 
paper construction. 

Mr. Betts is an able correspondent and 
has a wonderful influence in Missouri 
politics, as informed politicians will tes- 
tify. He has a wide acquaintance. He 
is not always right, or always fair. He 
has his own and others’ opinions to re- 
flect in his reports. 

I cite the Geneva Crumb letter be- 
cause she is, like others, reflecting Mr. 
Betts’s views. She has not wide enough 
acquaintance among Legislature mem- 
bers to know of her own knowledge. I 
doubt she knows a dozen of the 184. 

It is unfortunate the impression is 
created that the members of the General 
Assembly are not outstanding men in 
their respective communities. They are, 
as a rule, students of government and 
of business ability. They are named 
after hotly contested primary and gen- 
eral elections, and not put on the ballot 
by committees. 

“The bad system mentioned must have 
been intended as a joke, as it has been 
in vogue over 100 years, and the framers 
of the new Constitution did not change 
it. I thought this new instrument was 
the last word in perfection. Always the 
crowd, confinually calling for a change, 
has to have one more law to make the 
last change work. 

The members of the Legislature are a 
hard-working, conscientious, able lot, 
underpaid and over-cussed. I write this 
as an experienced politician of many 
terms in the Legislature.

A Flexible Wage Policy 


A Department of Commerce study assumes 
that the sales of automobiles after two years will 
be 150 per cent above the average in 1936-39. 
If that assumption comes true, the accompanying 


estimate that the industry can raise wage rates 25 


per cent and still triple its profits is well docu- 
mented and well taken. The secret, of course, 
is the economy of mass production—the more 
you produce, the less the cost per unit. 

On the basis of the industry's profits in the 
1930s, the study clearly establishes its conclu- 
sion that “prices that would yield profits at low 
utilization of capacity have been characteristic 
of this industry.” Because overhead costs and 
a normal profit are regained on a small volume 
of production, it follows that earnings available 
for wages and dividends rise very rapidly after 
a break-even volume is gained. 

Granting this behavior of the industry, there 
is still the practical difficulty that manufactur- 
ers hesitate to commit their policy on prices, 
wages and dividends—their very fate—to as- 
sumptions of future high volume. Hesitation is 
natural; the demand for automobiles has been 
It is 
equally natural, however, that workers in the 
industry, in remembrance of its large past prof- 
its, should assume large future production and 
earnings when they make wage demands. Here, 
it appears, is the deepest chasm now separating 
the companies from the UAW, P 

Can the two interests be harmonized at a tim 
when the future volume of production is so un- 
certain? The method of arbitration, which would 
also have to guess about the volume of future 
sales, is only indifferently adapted to this settle- 
ment. What seems to be needed, rather, is a 
flexible wage system, based on a moderate in- 
crease of base rates now plus a contractual sys- 
tem of quarterly bonuses to be drawn from sur- 
plus earnings. The base rates would set levels 
below which wages could not go. If production 
then exceeded conservative expectations, the 
workers would get large supplemental compensa- 
tion and the stockholders stiff increases in divi- 
dends as well. 

The executives of many corporations, General 
Motors included, already work under such a 
system. There is no serious reason why bonuses 
should not be instituted on a much wider scale 
among wage employes also. Bonuses could easily 
be a cement for labor-management peace. They 
have actually proved so, and a source of gain as 
well, if the corporations that have adopted them. 

At least one thing more, of course, is needed: 
lower prices. A price that will support only 
moderate wages and dividends when production 
is low obviously becomes an exorbitant price 
when volume runs high, which it may do in the 
next two or three years. It seems abundantly 
clear that the 1942 price (which is the prospec- 
tive 1945 price) will be much too high after a 
brisk production rate is attained. Earnings will 
then increase rapidly, and prices should come 
down in proportion. 

There ought, in short, to be a third party in 
every sharing of increased industrial earnings— 
the public. Paying a generous share to the con- 
suming public in the form of lower prices, in 
fact, is the way to assure that stockholders’ divi- 
dends and workers’ pay will rise ever higher. 
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The Greyhound Strike 


Once again, a public utility—this time the 
various Greyhound bus lines—is in the course 
of being suspended by a spreading strike. We 
don’t have information to support an opinion on 
the merits as between the men, who are seek- 
ing higher wages, and the employers, who have 
offered a compromise somewhat below the men’s 
figure. Regardless of merits, however, there 
should be some way to settle disputes in public 
service industries without depriving the public. 

In all reason, this kind of dispute should be 
arbitrated to a retroactive decision while the 
men remain at work. Arbitration procedure, in 
fact, ought to be voluntarily provided for in every 
labor contract affecting essential services, plus 
specific penalties to discourage strikes and lock- 
outs while the procedure is being carried out, 
There ought, also, to be provision for damages 
against either party that refuses to honor the 
arbitration award. Either that, or public util- 
ity labor in general should be brought into an 
effective strike-prevention scheme such as has 
proved so useful in railway labor disputes. 

A public utility strike is, in real effect, against 
the public just as much as against the employer. 
The public is mindful of that. However good a 
case the men may have, they are not improving 
it in the eyes of that court of opinion in which 
their welfare will be ultimately determined, 
They are, in fact, creating support for the pend- 
ing proposals to abridge the right to strike. 
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A Small War? 


The concern which China technicians in the 
State Department are displaying over the inter- 
vention in the Chinese civil war by United States 
land, air and sea forces is long overdue and 
amply justified. Now that United States Ma- 
rines are supporting Nationalist efforts in little 
enclaves all through Chinese Communist-con- 
trolled North China, our State Department tech- 
nicians are finally worried lest our men become 
embroiled in some incident which would com- 
mit us more deeply to the civil conflict than the 
department would like. 

Apparently someone has sold the State De- 
partment the idea that the Nationalist Govern- 
ment at Chungking—and the State Department 
at Washington—can fight a cheap civil war in 
North China, that the Chinese Communists are 
pushovers. That is the philosophy voiced by 
Gen. Li Tsung-jen, one of the Chungking Gov- 
ernment’s top commanders in North China. Gen. 
Li points out that the Chinese Communists are 
outnumbered and outgunned and he sees only 
the prospect of ‘‘a small war.” 

The General's optimism is based on super- 
ficial appearances,: and the State Department 
would do well not to be misled by such shallow 
views. As Gunther Stein points out in Foreign 
Affairs, the most relentless efforts of the Japa- 
nese, fighting with 300,000 to 500,000 of their 
own troops and as many as 800,000 puppet Chi- 
nese, failed despite eight years’ effort to put 
a crimp in the 100,000 to 400,000 Chinese Com- 
munist troops. 

Furthermore, Mr. Stein reports from his first- 
hand observation, the people of the countryside 
which the Chinese Communists hold will support 
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them, even the landlords, merchants and old- 
style gentry. It is Mr. Stein’s considered judg- 
ment that the Nationalist Government, even with 
American support, could not do what the stronger 
and better equipped armies of Japan failed to 
do—that in a civil war with the Chinese Com- 
munists it would fail to subdue its foe. 

If Mr. Stein is right—and there is plenty of 
good evidence that he is—the Chinese civil war 
is a deadlock, which may drag on interminably 
unless the ills out of which it has arisen are 
corrected. If we attempt by force of arms to 
bring about a decision, we may find ourselves 
engaged in a long and bloody war. 

Instead of suppressing the consequences of 
the ills which have provoked civil war in China, 
we should be trying to eradicate the ills them- 
selves. That is the only kind of intervention 
that is justified, and we can evade responsibility 
for it only at our bitter cost.

Oliver K. Bovard, who died Saturday, enjoyed 
a special kind of fame. In his many years as 
the managing editor of the Post-Dispatch, he 
lived almost a monastic life, shunning places and 
occasions where public adulation might have 
been given him, ‘scorning. honors that would 
have come to him freely had he been willing to 
receive them. 

Fame in its outer show did not come to Mr. 
Bovard, but rather the special kind of fame that 
meant far more to him than medals, degrees and 
scrolls—the admiration of his own craft. There 
is no newspaper office in the country where his 
name is not known and where tales are not told, 
fabulous and otherwise, about his mighty deeds 
as Managing editor. For the most part, since 
his name rarely appeared in print, the Bovard 
legend spread by word of mouth and from gen- 
eration to generation of news men. 

In two broad veins of journalistic endeavor, 
he made contributions that will always be re- 
membered, In the handling of day-by-day news, 
his guiding principle was to present facts with 
the highest degree of accuracy humanly possible, 
unslanted and uncolored. As a crusading editor 
in the Pulitzer tradition, his motivating purpose 
was to expose private and public corruption, and 
to follow the trail relentlessly no matter where 
it might lead. In many matters of public con- 
cern, ranging in nature from the St. Louis boo- 
dlers of the ’90s to the national scandal of Tea- 
pot Dome, Mr. Bovard deployed the staff and 
resources of this newspaper with the skill and 
brilliance of a great General. 

Throughout his long career, Mr. Bovard sought 
to make this newspaper a powerful instrument 
in the public service. This, we imagine, would 
be the epitaph he would like best. 
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Still a Monstrosity 

No amount of face-lifting can disguise what 
the May-Johnson bill “for the development and 
control of atomic energy” really is: Dictatorship 
legislation. 

Amendments made in committee, presumably 
aimed at easing the original straitjacket on 
scientific research, and at restricting the au- 
thoritarian power of the administrator, give the 
bill an uglier complexion than ever. 

It still leaves laboratories and all experiment 
under rigid control. It transfers some of the 
administrator’s powers to the commission, yet 
fails to provide for full-time, well-paid commis- 
sioners who would be in a position to exercise 
those powers. And the powers themselves, which 
frustrate free speech, free research and even the 
most primary civil liberties are unchanged. 

The hopelessness of patching up this legisla- 
tive monstrosity is evident again in a minority 
report by Representatives Holifield and Price, 
who set forth five objections. Amendment along 
the lines they recommend would increase the 
responsibility of commissioners, give the Presi- 
dent more control over the entire body and 
specify that a civilian, and not a military man, 
be placed at the head. All these suggestions 
are helpful, but they don’t help enough. The bill 
would still remain a poisonous threat to constitu- 
tional rights and scientific advancement. 

Most of us harbor fears about a future made 
more precarious by new knowledge of the power 
of the atom. Yet, at the present moment, a 
Frankenstein’s monster that is an unexpected by- 
product of the atomic laboratory towers over 
Congress. It can only be defeated if the May- 
Johnson bill is withdrawn and an entirely new 
approach made to the whole atomic problem. 
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Mr. Corcoran Is Interested 

The interest which Thomas G. Corcoran, mas- 
ter lobbyist and former Brain Truster, is taking 
in the tidelands oil case, should be the last de- 
velopment necessary to prove to the American 
public that it is caught between two clever and 
capable exploitive forces and will have to look 
lively if it is not to be the loser in the battle for 
the nation’s last major petroleum reserve. 

The interest of Edwin W. Pauley, multi-mil- 
lionaire California oil man and former treasurer 
of the Democratic National Committee, is well- 
defined. Mr. Pauley wants the states to retain 
control of tidelands oil because it is through 
state control that he owns leases allowing him 
to exploit these lands for his private profit. 

The interest of Mr. Corcoran is less well-de- 
fined, but its haziness makes it the more inter- 
esting and suggests further possibilities for in- 
vestigation to dig out the facts. Mr. Corcoran 
is only the office mate of ‘Charles M. Wright, 
counsel for a group of persons who have applied 
for Federal licenses on tidelands if and when 
the Federal Government establishes title to the 
oil contained there. Attorney General Kenny of 
California has charged that a large business is 
being done in the speculative sale of applications 
for Federal license. Here the matter becomes 
particularly foggy, but one fact illuminates it 
sharply; and that is, that Mr. Corcoran has never 
distinguished himself for an interest in chicken- 
feed. If he is interested in the effort to exploit 
the problematical Federal] licenses, the sums in- 
volved must be commodious. 

With the public interest caught between two 
lobbyists as capable of looking out for them- 
selves as the Messrs. Pauley and Corcoran, it is 
a very handy thing that the United States Gov- 
ernment has as tough a character as Secretary 
Ickes looking out for the nation’s stake in the 
business. Mr. Ickes deserves the public’s sup- 
port in his fight, and it begins to look as though 
he will need it.

Typical of comments on the crisis in the 
Dutch East Indies is this, in a late London 
dispatch: “In common with many of the 
peoples of- Southeast Asia, they (the Java- 
nese) now apparently aspire to indepen- 
dence on the mode] of the Philippines.” 


London's interest in Java at the moment 
lies in the participation of British arms 
and the spilling of British blood in resto- 
ration of imperial authority to the Dutch. 
British forces also are lending a helping 
hand in the reassertion of French rule in 
Indo-China, which the Annamites are re- 
sisting with arms. 


And, meanwhile, Britain must contend 
with the ferment for freedom which boils 
throughout its own possessions in the East. 


England’s Hard Choice 


This defense of empires other than his 
own confronts the Briton with something 
of a dilemma, Instinctively he wishes, as 
we all do, for a swift demobilization of his 
brothers and their return home. Yet he 
finds himself unable to take a high moral 
line on the subject of colonial policy with 
smaller and friendly European powers 
while Britain herself holds vast imperial 
possessions, 


Most important, he senses that the fate 
of all empires is wrapped up now in the 
security of each. Never was imperialism 
as an institution so clearly on the defen- 
sive, or with so poor a case.

To put it baldly, powers which are sec- 
ond- and third-raters in Europe, and unable 


even to protect themselves, purpose to keep 
in their domain possessions to which, in 
return for the riches which flow from them, 
they can offer nothing in the way of 
security. : 

In real estate circles it is called “milking 
the property.” The titleholder takes all and 
contributes almost nothing. 


The traditional apology for empire has 
been the stability it presumes to offer the 
world or, more realistically, Western rule 
of the planet. The fact that Western man- 
agement derives great rewards from the 
arrangement cannot be denied, but this is 
explained as the price of order. 


Imperial System Archaic 


In our time, however, the stability at- 
tributed to the imperial system has all but 
disappeared and can never again be more 
than precarious, Morally it is in even worse 
case. However rationalized, it has become 
indefensible against the claims of millions 
who aspire to freedom, 

Always, nearby, is the example of the 
Philippines and their steady progress to- 
ward that goal, under American guidance 
and with American encouragement. For 
once, we can spare ourselves the discom- 
fort of that hypocrisy which goes with our 
weakness for moralizing over the short- 
comings of others. ° We need voice no posi- 
tion in the mounting crisis which imperial- 
ism faces in the East. Words would be 
superfluous. 

Our position In the matter was assumed 
long since, and its works speak for them- 
selves in our relations with the Philippines, 
founded on mutual trust and accommoda- 
tion of the natural longings of mankind, 
which have withstood every trial and today 
emerge the stronger for it.

For what did we fight? Simply to ruin 
German cities? To silence their guns? To 
obtain social equality with frauleins? To 
idle away our lives in alcoholic stupor? To 
go home and forget? 

Many were fighting for more than that 
~—for the right of man to live, work and 
speak honestly without the fear of govern- 
mental gangsterism, for the right to govern 
themselves as they desire without being en- 
slaved and mistreated by power-crazed bul- 
lies. 

Nevertheless, we find many soldiers sym- 
pathizing with the Germans, apologizing for 
the courage of our air force, the relentless- 
ness of our combat doughboys when these 
cities were bombed and lovers were killed, 
We even find Americans robbing their own 
Government to curry German favor. 

The reason for this decay is in leadership, 
We've been neglected in striving for a last- 
ing peace. The top leadership is at fault 
because no concrete policy has been laid 


down as to the mission to be achieved by 
our occupation. We know only that we are 
here because we do not have enough points 
to go home. 

Second, too many officers concern them- 
selves only with social activities and efforts 
to get home. They don’t even bother to 
see that things are done right. Non-coms 
are becoming autocratic. Enlisted men 
who try to retain their ideals and good con- 
duct are made to look ridiculous by the 
conduct of their officers. 

What are we doing about the Germans? 
The women of the streets appear to be run- 
ning things as they wish. Displaced per- 
sons are living almost as badly as they 
ever did. When a Major was asked about 
these conditions, his remark was, “I want 
to get home, too.” 

No wonder Hitler thought’ we were a 
pushover. So will his successor.

“A Partisan Guide to the Jewish Probiem,”* by Mil- 
ton Steinberg. (Bobbs-Merrill Co., Indianapolis.) 
The American public is somewhat aware 

of the modern as well as ancient talent of 

the Jew to intrigue the imagination with 
religious themes. The popularity of books 
like Sholem Asch’s “The Nazarene” and 

“The Apostle,” of Lewis Browne's “The 

Graphic Bible” and “This Believing World” 

bears witness to that. Book-reading St. 

Louisans have been aware also of gifted 

scribes and prophets among the Jews in 

their own community. Worthy of anyone’s 
time are “Pity the Persecutor,” by Rabbi 

Julius Gordon, and “This Is Judaism,” by 

Rabbi Ferdinand M. Isserman, two men 

than whom there is none more noble in 

our city. 

Rabbi Milton Steinberg of the Park Ave- 
nue Synagogue, New York City, bears an- 
other torch through the twilight of these 
times. In 300 impassioned pages he sets 
forth the Jewish problem. Anti-Semitism 
is pretty thoroughly reviewed and ap- 
praised. There is a discussion of the sick 
soul which seeks to conceal or to reject 
its Jewish heritage, and a description of 
Jewish culture and character. The book 
closes with a crystal-clear presentation of 
Zionist theory and a powerful argument for 
a Jewish commonwealth in Palestine.

The book is full of medicinal words. Sin- 
cere champions of democracy will be the 
greater beneficiaries for its reading. In 
Plain truth, if the democracies wish to rid 
themselves of a paralyzing or ruin-breeding 
psychosis, they will act forthrightly to atone 
for the colossal wrongs committed against 
the Jews of the world in recent times. 

This book is splendidly patriotic, It: is a 
clarion call to Americans who bear a 
unique cultura] heritage to accept that heri- 
tage gladly, enhance it diligently, express 
it creatively in the American scene. 

“What is wrong with difference is not 
difference, but men’s reluctance to allow 
and encourage it, and to cultivate it cre- 
atively,” the author says, “American Jews 
have only one religion, the Jewish: one 
political allegiance, the American; and two 
cultures, the Anglo-Saxon and the Hebraic.” 

In this reviewer’s opinion, we have over- 
sold the idea of assimilation. We have both 
allowed and encouraged the corrosion of 
cultural distinction and spiritual conviction,

Let it be said, then—and Steinberg says 
it magnificently—that Jews have not only 
a right to be Jews; they have a duty to be 
unashamed, creative Jews. America will be 
helped toward democracy if enough of its 
5,000,000 Jews will express their heritage in 
the spirit of Steinberg 

Ours is a multi-cultural country. We are 
the United States; united, with all our dif- 
ferences, for one holy purpose: the dignity 
of the human being under God, and a gov- 
ernment by directive and consent of the 
governed, May it be the pleasure of many 
also to come to know through this book 
another noble Jew a pungent author, a 
genuine American.

There was indeed a chance that, 
after the Soviet promise to render 
moral support and military as- 
sistance to the National Govern- 
ment and not to interfere in 
China’s internal affairs (see the 
Chinese-Soviet treaty of friend- 
ship and alliance), the Chinese 
Communists would submit to 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 
Vain hope. 


Reds Force Showdown. 


Mao Tse-tung and his fellow 
fanatics are too sincere and have 
received too much support from 
Americans to believe without 
demonstration that the Americans 
would really support the National 
Government. When the demon- 
stration came, they were too 
deeply committed to submit. By 
continuing their wartime policy 
of expansion even while nego- 
tiating with Chungking, Mao and 
his friends have carved out a new 
Communist area in North China 
around Kalgan and claim “juris- 
diction” over 40,000,000 more Chi- 
mese citizens. 

Meanwhile, American Generals 
commanding some 60,0000 men 
have been giving to the Central 
Government “all aid short of 
fighting.” Now from Mao comes 
an “ultimatum”: The Communists 
will fire on American troops land- 
ing in Communist-occupied areas. 

This announcement is a chal- 


. That is to say, there will be civil war.” 


reconciled, temporarily, by the 
polite expedient of overlooking 
differences. Some Washington 
officials would like to see the 
Generalissimo compromise now, 
accept temporary division of his 
country and rely on democratic 
reform, to prove his case. Cer- 
tainly, if he dia, he would save 
these officials the sort of head- 
ache that they must expect if 
Chiang insists on fighting. 

For in that case, what. will 
Washington decide to do? How 
long and to what extent should 
we continue giving support to the 
N tional Government? Already, 
Mao’s American friends are 
angrily demanding that we with- 
draw all troops and take back the 
eq ‘pment which we have given 
Chiang. This last will certainly 
not happen. 


The Issues for America. 


A duty recognized government 
has a diplomatic right to obtain 
arms abroad which no faction can 
claim. An American Administra- 
tion still under fire for having 
practiced “non intervention” 
against the Spanish Republic is 
not geing to apply it against a 
faithful ally like Chiang Kai- 
shek. After Pearl Harbor, the 
‘Generalissimo could have made a 
deal with Japan and put us on 
the spot. He kept faith with us, 
and Washington Is not going to 


lenge that would appear to force 
clarification of the muddy Chin- 
ese situation. 


Chiang’s Hard Choice. 


The first who will have to make 
up his mind is Generalissimo 
Chiang. For 20 years this warrior- 
statesman has been fighting in- 
defatigably to unite his country. 
Before the Jap aggression; he had 
the Communists on the run and 
had made much progress in re- 
ducing the independent war lords. 
During the war, he all but fin- 
ished off the war lords, but lost 
ground against the Communists. 
What will he do next? . 

He faces the choice of trying to 
finish off the Communists now or 
accepting a compromise and 
competing with the Communists 
peacefully in trying to win over 
the Chinese. The recent Chung- 
king offer to accept the status 
quo in areas occupied by Com- 
munists, provided the latter would 
_ keep away from the vital rail- 

roads, looked like such a compro- 
mise, but it is one that the Com- 
munists do not seem inclined to 
accept. 

On the surface, as Mr. Peffer 
notes, the opposing viewpoints are 
irreconcilable.

On the other hand, if we leave 
our troops in China, we anger-not 
only Mao’s American friends, but 
a large faction of the Chinese 
people. What is worse, we might 
give Moscow an excuse for revers- 
ing its position toward China. Pos- 
sibly the chance of Stalin deciding 
to violate the Chinese-Russian 
treaty and openly supporting the 
Communists is slight. The Rus- 
sians must understand as well as 
Mr. Peffer that “to believe that 
America would accept an effectual 
Russian hegemony in North China 
is to believe that America will 
reverse its historic policy in the 
Far East now that it has fought 
and won its hardest war in sup- 
port of that policy.” Communist 
rule over North China unquestion- 
ably means just such Russian 
hegemony. 

We could, of course, pull out, 
leaving the equipment behind and 
trusting to Chiang to win the civil 
war. Yet he might lose. And even 
if he won, he might need further 
American support to stay in pow- 
er. The prospect of China becom- 
ing a sort of overgrown American 
protectorate does not appeal to 
Washington. 

What the world wants is an in- 
dependent, united, democratic

There is hope that the legisla- 
tion will reach the floor through a 
petition signed by the required 
members of the House. Once on 
the floor, it may have tough going, 
particularly in the face of the 
persistent absenteeism on the part 
of a shockingly large proportion 
of Representatives. 

As many as a hundred Repre- 
gentatives have been absent from 
roll calls on fairly important ques- 
tions. Congress complains about 
strikes and the failure of workers 
to take the jobs that are offered. 
Yet a great many Congressmen 
neglect their own responsibilities. 

The full-employment bill, des- 
ignated by Truman ag an essen- 
tial part of his program, has been 
adrift in the Committee on Ex- 
penditures in the Executive De- 
partments. The chairman of that 
committee, Representative Ma- 
masco of Alabama, announced at 
the outset that he was against it. 


A Snail’s Progress. 


Chairman Manasco has allowed 
the hearings to wander all over 
the lot. The ranking Republican 
on the committee, Representative 
Hoffman of Michigan, has played 
the game of delay and obstruct by 
asking irrelevant questions that 
lead witnesses far astray. 

Nevertheless, the chances are 
that a modified full-employment 
bill will be reported favorably 
from the committee. This will be

But this is progress at a snail’s 
pace.

President Truman, in his letter to 
House Democratic Leader McCor- 
mack, said that full-employment 
legislation is “of the utmost ur- 
gency and importance.” » 

House liberals, loyal to the Presi- 
dent, are bitter over these block- 
ades, but they do not know how 
to break them. They stand by 
while anti-labor legislation, such 
as the move by the Military Af- 
fairs Committee to restrict polit- 
ical activities of trade unions, is 
given a green light.

A Democratic Split. 


This adds up to an impossible 
situation—one that is ready-made 
for the Republicans. They have 
just as many obstructionists on 
their side of the aisle, die-hards 
such as Hoffman and Representa- 
tive Knutson of Minnesota. 

But the Republican party can 
disclaim responsibility for the 
state of the Union at this moment. 
As the party of opposition, Repub- 
licans can conveniently snipe from 
the sidelines, and that is just 
what they are doing. 

Before the outbreak of the war, 
President Roosevelt encountered 
something like this same stubborn 
resistance from his own party.

OLIVER K. BOVARD 
FUNERAL TOMORROW 


Bishop Scarlett to Conduct 
Services at Undertaking 
Establishment. 


The funeral of Oliver K. Bovard, 
former managing editor of the 
Post-Dispatch and _ outstanding 


American journalist, will be held 
at 3 o’clock tomorrow afternoon 
at the Lupton undertaking estab- 
lishment, 7233 .Delmar boulevard. 
Bishop William Scarlett of the 
Episcopal Church will conduct the 
service. Burial will be in Belle- 
fontaine Cemetery. 

He is survived by his wife, for- 
merly Miss Suzanne Thompson, 
and by two sisters, Mrs. Albert 
Brokaw and Mrs. Russell Rankin. 

Mr. Bovard, 73 years old, died 
late Saturday night at St. Mary’s 
Hospital of virus pneumonia, 
which developed after his return, 
the week before, from a hunting 
trip to the Canadian province of 
Saskatchewan. He had _. been 
under occasional medical care 
since his recovery, last spring, 
from an illness which followed a 
previous hunting expedition, 

His condition showed apparent 
improvement Frid y and Satur- 
day, but Saturday night a turn for 
the worse caused Mrs. Bovard to 
be summoned, and she was at the 
bedside when death came. 

By decision of Mrs. Bovard, no 
active or honorary pallbearers 
have been named for the funeral, 
as selection of a few rom among 
his many friends would have been 
difficult. At her request, mem- 
bers of the Post-Dispatch staff at- 
tending the funeral will sit in a 
reserved section of seats, and will 
follow the casket as it is carried 
by employes of the undertaking 
firm. 

Mr. Bovard was a member of 
the Post-Dispatch news organiza- 
tion for 40 years, and managing 
editor for 30 years, before his re- 
tirement in the summer of 1938. 
He conducted notable news and 
public welfare campaigns of the 
Post-Dispatch, including the six 
years’ investigation of the Naval 
reserve oil scandal and the expose 
which caused the resignation of 
an East St. Louis Federal judge. 
After leaving the Post-Dispatch, 
he received several offers of im- 
portant executive positions on oth- 
er newspapers. He declined these, 
and lived on his St. Louis county 
farm, a 96-acre place at Ballas 
and Conway roads. “Farming, 
shooting and fishing” were his 
recreations, as he listed them in 
a biographical sketch.

—Memphis merchants had what 
they thought was an ideal plan 
for distributing nylon hose when 
the prized article becomes avail- 
able. Now they don’t know. 

Fourteen stores joined yesterday 
in a page advertisement in the 
Commercial Appeal announcing a 
distribution plan “to avoid near 
riots, long waiting lines, broken 
fixtures and possible personal in- 
juries.” The advertisement carriea 
a coupon which the customer was 
advised “to fill out and mail to 
your favorite store.” 

“No nylon hose will be sold ex- 
cept on receipt of the coupon,” 
the advertisement said, “and no 
nylons will be sold over the coun- 
ter.” 

Then a new kind of rush started. 

More than 200 subscribers callea 
the Commercial Appeal and com- 
plained their newspapers had been 
raided and the coupon removed. 
One drug store said the papers de- 
livered to it for sale had been 
ransacked. 

One caller said he had four 
daughters and only one coupon— 
could he get some more papers? 

By early afternoon there were 
no papers to be had at the news- 
paper office. 

“We devised the plan to give 
everybody a fair chance,” a spokes- 
man for the merchants said. “The 
public won’t be sportsmanlike.”

Charles E. Schaff, who was 
president of the Missouri-Kansas- 
Texas Lines from 1912 to 1926, 
died today in Miami Beach, Fia. 
He was 89 years old, Infirmities

'the Chase Hotel here, had spent 
most of his time in recent years 
in Florida and other resort areas. 

His administration of the Katy 
railroad was credited with placing 


it in a financial position where it 
was able, in the depression period 


beginning in 1929, to remain out 
of receivership while other rail- 
roads with headquarters in St. 
Louis went into the hands of re- 
ceivers and trustees. 


His railroad work began at the 
age of 15 in the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Co. yards at Cincinnati. 


He worked as fireman, baggage- ° 


man, conductor and yard master, 
and later as general superin- 
tendent, on the Pennsylvania and 


New York Central roads. In 189% 
he became assisant ganeral man- 
ager of the Big Four (New York 
Central), and was later assistant 
to the president, and general man- 
ager. He then became vice presi- 
dent of the New York Centra! 
lines west of Buffalo, with head- 
quarters at Chicago, and remained 
in that position until he was 
chosen as president of the Katy 
in 1912,

dency, the line was not in good 
physical or financial condition. He

HE shipped-in-tomatoes that 
T start on their journey practi- 

cally green are ideal for mak- 
ing the following recipe. They 
may-~ be entirely green, striped 
with red, or be entirely ripe, just 
so their flesh is firm enough to 
provide solid slices. Since slices 
are thick as well as the batter, the 
heat for cooking should be mod- 
erate and continued long enough 
to cook the tomato through and 
make the batter golden brown and 
crisp crusted. Served with bacon 
or thin slices of broiled ham, 
these fritters result in a satisfy- 
ing luncheon main course. But 
like a quick bread, any fritter is 
best when fresh from the griddle. 
Their value depreciates rapidly on 
standing. 

Tomato Fritters. 

One cup sifted all-purpose flour, 
two teaspoons baking powder, 
three-fourth teaspoon salt, three 
tablespoons finely minced celery, 
two tablespoons minced green pep- 
per, two tablespoons minced onion, 
one tablespoon shortening, one cup 
milk, one well beaten egg, four 
large under-ripe tomatoes, one- 
fourth cup drippings for frying. 

Sift dry ingredients together 
three times. Saute celery, green 
pepper, and onion in shortening 
for three minutes and add to milk 
and egg which have been beaten 
together. Add liquid combination 
to the dry ingredients and mix 
quickly but thoroughly. Remove 
core and cut a very thin slice from 
blossom end of tomatoes. Cut each 
remaining portion of tomato in 
two. Sprinkle each thick slice 
with salt. Dip each slice into bat- 
ter. The batter is stiff and may 
have to be spread over the slices 
if the tomatoes are juicy and the 
batter slips off. Lift from the 
batter with a broad spatula and 
fry in the heated shortening. Cook 
over medium heat seven to eight 
minutes on each side.

Breakfast — Sliced bananas in 
orange juice, prepared wheat 
cereal with top milk, buttered 
toast. 

Luncheon—Tomato fritters, ba- 
con, bread and butter, apple sauce, 
gingersnaps. 

Dinner—Baked corned beef with 
horseradish sauce, creamed pota- 
toes: buttered carrots, salt rolls, 
deviled egg salad, lemon gelatin 
fluff. 

Gingersnaps. 

You may vary your molasses in 
this recipe to suit your taste. It 
works equally well with dark mo- 
lasses, light molasses, and sor- 
ghum. Sift all-purpose flour, mea- 
sure two and one-half cups and 
resift. Cream one-half cup short- 
ening, blend in one-half cup sugar 
and add one-half cup molasses 
and one beaten egg. Beat until 
smooth, Mix one and one-half 
teaspoohs ground ginger, one-half 
teaspoon ground cinnamon, one- 
fourth teaspoon ground nutmeg, 
one-eighth teaspoon ground cloves 
and one-half teaspoon soda. Blend 
spicés and soda until smooth with 
ofie tablespoon hot water and one 
teaspoon vinegar; stir into first 
mixture. Add flour, mixing thor- 
oughly until smooth. Drop from 
teaspoon onto buttered baking 
sheet. Bake 10 minutes in a mod- 
erate oven (375 degrees F.). Makes 
oo to five dozen depending on 
size. 


Cream of Colery Soup 


Two cups white stock, three 
cups celery, cut in pieces; two 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
one slice onion, two cups boiling 
water, three tablespoons flour, 
two cups milk, one cup cream, 
salt, pepper. Parboil celery in wa- 
ter 10 minutes. Drain, add stock, 
cook until celery is sof. and rub 
through sieve, Scald onion in 
milk, remove onion, add milk to 
stock, Thicken with paste made 
of flour and butter or margarine 
well blended. Add cream and sea- 
son with salt and pepper. 


Fried Salt Pork and Cream Gravy 


One pound salt pork, boiling 
water, one-half cup cornmeal, two 
tablespoons lard, four tablespoons 
flour, two tablespoons drippings 
from salt pork, two cups milk. 

Have salt pork sliced one-fourth 
inch thick. Pour boiling water 
over meat and drain. Dip slices of 
salt pork in cornmeal and fry 
slowly in hot lard until golden 
brown. To make the cream gravy, 
add fleur to salt pork drippings, 
stirring c»nstantly. Add milk 
gradually, stirring constantly un- 
til thickened, 


Acute Nephritis-— 
Common-Sense Medicine | 
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EPHRITIES is also called 
N Brigit’s disease. Dr. Bright, 
an English physican, called at- 
tention to the relation between 
albumin in the urine, kidneys, and 
heart disease, about 100 years ago. 
The laity recognize nephritis un- 
der the name of Bright's disease. 
Nephritis is a serious disease, It 
ranks fourth on the list of the 
causes of death. It has been es- 
timated that nephritis accounts 
for seven per cent of all deaths 
each year. From this statistical 
data it is apparent that nephritis 
demands the most careful and ex- 
pert care. 
There may be various stages of 
inflammation of the kidney and 


different forms of kidney disease. 
Nephritis is divided into the acute 
and chronic stage with the latter 
forming the largest group. Acute 


nephritis (Bright's dteanse) has @ 
varied symptom-complex. Head- 
aches, nausea and fever are the 
principal systemic symptoms with 
gross or microscopic blood in the 
urine with albumin and casts the 
usual urinary findings. Edema 
(swelling) of the hands and feet 
with puffiness under the eyes are 
sometimes associated. 

When infection is present in the 
urine the picture is suggestive of 
an acute toxic nephritis secondary 
to infection elsewhere in the body. 
In severe cases of nephritis eye 
disturbances may be noted. The 
blood pressure is elevated. The 
course of the disease varies—in 
the average case a few weeks is 
about the time the condition will 
begin to clear up or certainly de- 
crease in intensity, or pass on to 
the subacute or chronic stage. 

The treatment is best handled 
by your physician as these pa- 
tients require considerable atten- 
tion. Bed rest is essential and 
removal of any focus of infection 
is important. The diet and fluid 
intake depends on the individual 
case. Nephritis cases are so in- 
dividual your physician should be 
in attendance from the beginning 
of the illness. 

In severe cases restriction of 
salt and proteins with limitation 
of fluids is necessary. Cases of 
nephritis, where possible, should 
have hospital care and study. The 
future of the individual is at stake 
and all laboratory data, blood 
chemistry studies, heart tests, etc. 
are essential requisites to intelli- 
gently prognosticate the case.

Because of the 
meeting of the United Nations 
then being held in San Francisco, 
the conference decided to develop 
its meeting along the same lines 
and to try to write a Dumbarton 
Oaks charter for Chicago. Based 
on this pattern, they formed them- 
selves into six commissions on 
housing, employment, laW and or- 
der, health ard welfare, recrea- 
tion, and education. These com- 
missions formulated a long-range 


program to cover what could be 
done by the Mayor’s committee, 
other city bodies and community 
groups. The conference is now 
having a second meeting which 
will come to an end Nov. 6.

FOR THE first time, citizens 
and responsible city officials are 
working together and meeting to- 
gether, and the facts which are 
being discovered will be laid be- 
fore these responsible officials. 
The organized community groups 
and the entire citizenry of Chicago 
will have had representatives on 
hand and will know just what is 
going on. This plan seems to me 
to carry great hope for success. It 
means more information on every 
level and more opportunity for 
real action. 

I am quite sure that unless in 
every part of our country we not 
only talk about these problems but 
also do something, we will never 
succeed in making any of our mi- 
nority groups feel that we really 
mean to advance toward better 
understanding among people and 
nations.

Dr. Crane, 
ean you help me?” 
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NEVER CUT a class, if you can possibly avoid it, for a 
teacher usually stresses in his lectures the ideas which he 
deems most important. Always attend class and analyze 
your professor as closely as you study your textbook. A 
good student, therefore, usually understands what to stress 
in his review, for he knows what the teacher has emphasized. 

When you read a textbook, make a running quiz thereon. 
Whenever you encounter a “meaty” statement or factual item, 
jot it down, preferably in a “true-false” or “multiple choice” 
form. In parentheses at the left margin, you can indicate 
the right answer, and then list the page where the author 
mentions the item. Once you have covered a textbook in this 
fashion, you don’t need to read it again just before an ex- 
amination. Instead, run through your quiz of the book, which 
probably will take only an hour or so. Cover up the correct 
replies until you have made your answer to each question. 
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I HAVE USED this method both as a college teacher, and 
also when I was a student. It helped me through medical 
school with much less worry and wasted time than some of

OW that the cars are on the 
road again, and going as fast 
as ever, perhaps a word’ of 
warning about the care of your 
child may not be amiss. A car 
passed me at high speed, far 
higher than the law or ordinary 
safety allowed. Two men were in 
the front seat and one of them 
was holding a little boy on his lap. 
Maybe the men felt that they 
had a right to travel as fast as 
they liked on that road. Some of 
us do not agree with that sort of 
freedom but maybe that was their 
idea, ‘But how about that little 
boy? If that car stopped suddenly, 
and cars often do—what about 
that little chap sitting on the 
man’s lap? Would he go head- 
first through the windshield? 
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AN ACCIDENT ‘is something.no- 
body expects to happen so it is 
rarely possible to be prepared for 
it. But wouldn’t common sense 
Suggest to a grown man or woman 
that it was less than thoughtful 
to hold or seat a child on one’s 
lap, in the front seat, and travel 
at high speed on a main highway? 
Wouldn’t it be wiser for the adult 
and child to occupy the rear seat 
while the car was held well within 
the speed limit? A child’s life is 
important to everybody in the 
country. 

The children who ride bicycles 
on a much traveled highway are 
in danger. Many of our roads are 
curved, hilly, shaded by trees and 
other obstructions to a clear view 
and children, coming around a 
curve or coasting down a hill, are 
in danger of collision with cars 
or trucks. If bicycles are to be 
used on the highways, it is our 
duty to make safe paths for them. 
Otherwise they should not be on 
the roads where there is likelihood 
of a speeding car hitting them, 
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AND IT IS NOT SAFE to lock 
little children in a car and go to 
the shops. You never can tell 
what a child will do when left 
alone like that. Nor can you tell 
what a motorist trying to park in 
the allotted space on Main street 
will do. One of them rode up the 
back of my car recently. 

Nobody wants to hurt a child. 
Everybody is busy with his own 
affairs and children do require 
attention at inopportune’ times. 
But they are children, and they do 


need attention. We must manage 
to take care of them, guard them 
from accidents as much as possi- 
ble and think ahead a little where 
they are concerned. 

Of course, drivers should be 
especially careful on streets where 
children are likely to be playing. 
Of course children should not be 
in the street, of course samebody 
ought to be with them, surely they 
should be in safe places, but the 
hard fact is they are not. Drivers 
must look out for them. It’s the 
wise thing to do.

The first good thing to the 
credit of North-South was reach- 
ing the correct contract—which 
was not extremely easy in this 
case. Many Souths would lack the 
vision to bid spades over North’s 
two-no-trump response; they would 
raise to game in no trump with- 
out giving the matter a second 
thought. By the same token many 
Norths would persist with no 
trump over the spade bid—“tak- 
ing a chance” on the heart situa- 
tion. They would be doomed to 
disappointment, however! 

Against five clubs West led the 
trump eight. East won and shifted 
to hearts. Winning with the blank 
ace, declarer saw clearly that the 
outcome depended squarely on 
how many spade tricks he would 
have to concede. If the spate 
king was on his right, in East's 
hand, it would be a simple matter 
to lead toward the queen and sur- 
render only one trick, but South 
was not optimistic on that score. 
He gave some thought to West’s 
original lead of a trump. Good 
players, he knew, often select that 
lead when they are anxious to 
protect honors in the other suit 
shown by the enemy; hence, it 
was all too likely that West was 
trying to guard the king-jack or 
king-ten of spades. 

Acting on that far from illog- 
ical assumption, South drew one 
more round of trumps, led a dia- 
mond to dummy, ruffed a heart, 
lead another diamond and ruffed 
dummy’s last heart, then returned 
to dummy and led a low spade to- 
ward the closed hand, When East 
played the five, declarer merely 
covered with the seven, passing 
the trick into the West hand. 
Now, when West won with the 
jack, he had to return a spade 
from the king, or give South a 
ruff and discard by leading a red 
card. 

Against South’s plan, it would 
have done East no good to put in 
the spade ten on the lead from 
dummy — South would have cov- 
ered with the queen, and the ace- 
nine would have controlled West's 
spade return.
